Amid filth, stench, and disease the 
wretched prisoners eke out their exist- 
ence, hoping for no release except death. 
The Government supplies coarse and 
abominable bread to them, which causes 
them excruciating pain from their weak 
digestive organs. Clothing is not sup- 
plied to them. 

So strong the fatalism of these 
wretches, says Mr. Lennox, that they ac- 
cept their lot quieily, as decreed by God. 
The stillness of the night is sometimes 
broken by the united wail of these two 
hundred, ‘“‘ May God give victory to Mu- 
lai Abdul el Aziz!” Yet it is for sup- 
posed opposition to the Sultan that they 
are imprisoned. 

Mr. Lennox declares that the Sultan is 
amiable, courteous, and anxious for re- 
form in Morocco, and that, wisely guided 
and honestly assisted by the European 
powers, he would do a great deal.

President’s Message, It Is Under- 
stood, Will Indorse Measure. 


Minister Wu Calls at White House and 
Argues Against Re-enactment—Later 
Challenges Editors to Debate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The general 
expectation here is that Congress will enact 
a law for the further exclusion of Chinese, 
and that the law will not be any more 
favorable to the Chinese than that now 
in force. In fact it is said to be the 
programme to make a law that shall be 
more difficuit of evasion than the present 
law. The general principle of exclusion, 
it is understood, will be emphatically in- 
dorsed in the President's message, and 
only a comparatively few Senators and 
Representatives are known to be opposed 
to the principle, 

The sugar planters of Hawail are making 
a strong appeal for some modification of 
the Chinese exclusion act to allow of the 
importation of laborers for those islands, 
and it is understood that Representative 
Hitt will propose such measures. It is 
doubtful, however, whether this will pre- 
vail, as few members of Congress will 
care to go on record in opposition to the 
universal demand of labor that the Chinese 
be rigidly excluded from all American 
possessions. 

An outlet has been found for Porto Rico 
labor in Hawaii, and while this is still 
in an experimental stage, it will be used 
as an argument against Mr. Hitt’s propo- 
sition. The new law is likely to be more 
liberal than the present one in respect to 
professional people, and commercial trav- 
elers, but the indications are that it will 
be as strong as it can be made in its 
provisions to exclude Chinese whose ulti- 
mate purpose in coming here would be tg 
become laborers. 

‘The Chinese Minister called on the Presi- 
dent to-day, and urged him to use his in- 
fluence to prevent the re-enactment «of 
the exclusion law. 

After he left the President he said: 

** Your people are intelligent and progres- 
sive, but when they are prejudiced, or when 
they are biased, there is no help for you. 
fhe argument is made that if the bars 
against Chinese immigration were let down 
millions of Chinese would swarm into this 
country and pervert this American_insti- 
tution into an Asiatic institution. Do you 
think if that was so, that I would want 
to let the bars down? No; I'm a friend 
of the Americans, and if such a condition 
would result 1 would put up the bars— 
a hundred of them—and strong bars, too. 

“My sentiments, my arguments, are well 
known, But my arguments are never met. 
{ defy any one to meet them. The editors 
who advocate the extension of the act have 
eves, but they don’t see; they have ears, 
but they don’t hear.’: 

By this time a number of persons whe 
were passing to and fro in the hallway 
outside the anteroom had been attracted 
by Mr. Wu’s impromptu speech, The :

“IT have heard nothing officially,”’ he 
replied, with just a bit of emphasis on 
the word “ officially.’ 

In response to the remark that it was 
rumored that he might become an Ameri- 
can citizen, Mr. Wu replied that the laws 
would not permit it, and when the alterna- 
tive of a special act of Congress in his 
behalf was suggested, he quickly returned:

RESERVE FUNDS TAXABLE. 


Ohio Court Hands Down This Decision 
Regarding Concerns Doing 
Business There.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 27.~The re- 
serve fund of mutual insurance companies 
is taxable. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, perhap3 millions, that have here- 
tofore escaped taxation, must now pay. 
This is the effect of a decision handed 

down to-day by Judge Rufus B. Smith. 

No decision of the kind has ever be- 
fore been rendered in Ohio. The case 
question was brought by Tilden R. French, 
Ccunty Treasurer, against the German 
Mutual Life Insurance Company as a test 
case. The fact of the matter is that there 
are in this State many mutual insurance 
corpanies. Their characteristic is that 
they insure persons and take in premium 
notes. On these, as they are taken up, 
there is accumulated a reserve fund, which 
is never paid out, but which is credited to 
the policy holders. — 

This reserve fund is used as a basis for 
the payment of dividends. 
that the holders get from it is in a lower 
rate on the renewal of insurance. At-

CLEANING THE CAPITOL. 


Big Force of Men, with Brushes and 
Soap and Water Hose, Scour 
the Building.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The National 
Capitol is taking its annual bath. A large 
force of men, equipped with scrubbing 
brushes and scouring soap, started this 
morning to wash and scrub the great 
structure from dome to foundations, They 
will finish the work to-morrow night. 

Water is furnished by a steam fire en- 
gine stationed in front of the Capitol, and 
streams are being thrown into every nook 
and corner of the exterior. Hundreds of 
birds, who had been living in out-of-the-

here and there in spots, where there are 
stains and accumulations of dirt, is it 
necessary to make use of the _ scouring 
soap and brushes. The force of the water 
under pressure from the engine removes 
the ordinary foreign matter from the walls.

‘Mr. Young, don’t you 
It’s got your picture in it.’’ 

One glance at the ‘double-column head- 
lines told Mr. Young why the paper had 
printed a large picture of him. Instead 
of entering the hotel he walked down Sixth 
Street toward the river, the newsboys fol- 
lowing him on the other side of the street. 
Just after passing Nelson Street he turned 
off between some box cars. The boys 
feared to follow him any further, and re- 
turned to the Louisville Hotel, where they 
described the Treasurer’s actions to ‘‘ Kid ” 
Johnson, a hackman, whose carriage stand 
is in front of the hotel. 

Following the direction given by the 
newsboys, Johnson found Young lying face 
downward in the cinders, his right arm un- 
der him. Seeing a bullet hole behind the 
right ear, the hackman turned the body 
over. Then he saw a pistol in the dead 
man's right hand. 

Johnson ran to a telephone and called up 
the residence 6f Young's father, Col. Ben- 
nett H. Young, who immediately went to 
the scene of the suicide with some of his 
son's friends. One of these, a prominent 
business man, said, with tears rolling down 
his cheeks: 

“If his friends could have found him 
to-day this would never have happened. 
If money was needed we would have’ sup- 
plied it.” 

Other friends of the dead man said they 
had spent the afternoon looking for him. 
The body was removed to an undertaking 
establishment, under orders of the Cor- 
oner for an inquest. 

Mr. Young was thirty-five years old, and 
one of the most prominent men in Louis- 
vile. He was a graduate of Princeton 
University. His father, Col. Young, is a 
prominent lawyer, and was a Confederate 
soldier. His brother is Lawrence Young 
of Chicago, President of the Western Jock- 
ey Club. He was married last July to 
Miss Bessie Wymond, one of the most 
beautiful women in Kentucky, and a 
daughter of L. H. Wymond. 

Four years ago Mr. Young was elected 
City Treasurer. His successor was elected 
on Noy, 5.

HUNGARIAN ABSCONDER 
HELD ON ELLIS ISLAND. 


Wanted for Embezzling $4,000 of the 
Funds of a Savings Bank—Was 
Caught with a Sixteen- 
Year-Old Girl. 


In custody at the immigration station on 
Eliis Island, awaiting deportation, are 
Joseph Jaros, an officer in the Austrian 
Milltary Reserves, and Agnes Galambosy, 
a sixteen-year-old gypsy girl, who is a 
blood relation of Janesi Rigo, the Hun- 
garian gypsy violinist. who became no- 
torious on account of his elopement with 
Clara Ward, the divorced American wife 
of Prince Joseph de Chimay of Belgium. 
Jaros and the girl were saloon passengers 
on the Red Star liner Zeeland, which ar- 
rived from Antwerp Tuesday. 

The man is wanted for the embezzlement 
of about $4,000 from a savings institution 
at Munkacs, a small city in Hungary. Of 
this institution Jaros was the bookkeeper 
until Oct. 26 last, when he disappeared 
When h!s absence was noted and an in- 
vestigation made, it 
21,000 kroners in money and 2,000 kroners 
in Government bonds were missing. An 
alarm was sent to the police of the prih- 
cipal cities in Europe and the United 
States, accompanied by a description of the 
absconder. This description said that Jaros 
was a neatly dressed, fine looking young 
man of twenty-seven years, tall and thin, 
with blue eyes and brown hair. It also 
said that he was a fine linguist, speaking 
Magyar, German, and Slavic fluently, and 
was an officer in the reserves of the Im- 
perial Austro-Hungarian Army. A copy of 
this description was sent some weeks ago 
to the Bureau of Immigration on Ellis 
island. 

Jonn Lederhilger, chief of the Registry 
Rivision on Ellis Island, met the Zeeland 
off the Quarantine Station Tuesday. He 
was looking for another embezzler, and it 
was only by a streak of good luck that he 


chanced to run across Jaros and his gypsy 
sweetheart. It all came about in this way: 
Lederhilger, like all other officers con- 
nected with the Government who have to 
do with the passengers of transatlantic 
liners, on boarding the ship, procured a 
passenger list. Looking over this list he 
noted the name of John Ordani and wife. 

The steward told Lederhilger that Ordani 
was about the only real sport on board the 
liner, The stewatd then, in a moment of 
confidence, told Lederhilger that the young 
Hungarian had given him 100 marks for a 
single glass of cognac on the fifth day out. 
Lederhilger thought for a moment, and de- 
cided that the sporty foreigner was a sub- 
ject for investigation. He then told the 
steward to bring Mr. Ordani to him. This 
the steward did, and Lederhilger ques- 
tioned him searchingly. Ordani said he 
was a drug clerk, but was unable to fur- 
nish any tangible evidence to that effect. 
He had no passports or citizen papers to 
prove his identity when he was asked to 
make clear that fact. 

Finally in desperation he brought to 
light a number of hotel bills, in hope that 
the immigration official would consider 
these ample evidence of his right to land. 
These bills were from hotels in Vienna, 
Switzerland, Innsbriick, Austria; Munich, 
Cologne, and Antwerp. The dates showed 
that the young man had taken a very 
circuitous route to get to Antwerp, the 
port at which he embarked for America, 
a fact that more than ever convinced 
Lederhilger that something was wrong. He 
then informed the pair that he would be 
compelled to detain them at the immigr&- 
tion station for further examination. 

Once on the isiand Jaros and the gypsy 
girl were taken in hand by the officials 
and an attempt made to get one or the 
other to disclose their identity, Jargs vig- 
orously denied that he was in aiW way 
connected with any crooked work, and 
though his examiners, thinking that he 
might be the absconding Jaros, tried by 
every means at their command to entrap 
him into admitting that he was that per- 
son, they were unable to do so. The girl 
admitted that she was not the man's legal 
wife, but that was all. 

Yesterday the pair were again called up 
and a kind of third degree arranged for 
them to go through. This time the girl 
lost her nerve, and told who her compan- 
ion was and also admitted her own identity. 
She said that she had $4,000 of the money 
and that Jaros had what was left. This

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The engage- 
ment was announced to-day of Miss Helen 
Hay, eldest daughter of the Secretary of 
State, to Payne Whitney, second son of 
William C. Whitney, ex-Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The wedding will take place in this city 
early in February. Owing to the deep 
mourning of the family of Miss Hay, it will 
probably be celebrated very quietly at 
home. 


This engagement has been rumored for 
some time and was about to be announced 
at the time of the death of Adelbert Hay, 
last Spring, at New Haven. This tragic 
occurrence, however, postponed the an- 
nouncement. Payne Whitney went to New 
Haven and was with his fiancée and her 
family during their bereavement.

SUPERPOSED TURRETS 
NOT IN FAVOR NOW. 


Naval Board of Construction Does Not 
Recommend Them for New Ves- 
sels—Other Suggestions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The Naval 
Board of Construction to-day completed its 
recommendations called for by Congress 
relative io two new battleships and two 
armored cruisers, and also covering many 
technical questions which have arisen as 
to naval architecture, armor, batteries, and 
turrets. The recommendations as to battle- 


ships Watl tor two ships of 16,000 tons each 
ye two armecred cruisers of 14,500 tons 
eueh, 

The battleships are to be heavily ar- 
mored, carrying four 12-inch guns in two 
turrets, forward and aft; eight 8-inch guns, 
in four separate turrets; twelve T-inch 
guns, twenty 14-pounders, and a large num- 
ber of auxiliary machine guns. The ar- 
mored cruisers are to have an armament 
making them, in effect, battleships, con- 
sisting of four 10-inch guns, with two 
turrets, forward and aft; sixteen 7T-inch 
guns, twenty 14-pounders, and the usual 
complement of small guns in the secondary 
battery. 

Neither the battleships nor cruisers will 
have superposed turrets. The torpedo 
tubes, also, are entirely eliminated, and 
the recommendations of the board favor 
an abandonment of torpedoes on heavy 
armored ships, leaving the torpedo war- 
fare to be carried on by regular torpedo- 
boats and smaller cruisers. Recommenda- 
pase are made against the sheathing of 
ships. 


PACKING COMPANY WILL MOVE. 


The Hammond Corporation of Ham- 
mond, Ind., to Locate in Chicago. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—The large packing 
plant of the G. H. Hammond Company at 
Hammond, Ind., is to be removed from 
there to the Union Stock Yards in Chicago. 
The company in making the change will 
enlarge its capacity considerably. A mod- 
ern plant will be erected in the stock yards 

at a cost of $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. 
That the Hammond Company should take 
this step at the present time is considered 


significant as an indication that not all 
corporations are afraid to be located in 
Chicago, notwithstanding the situation as 
to taxation and the alleged difficulty of 
dealing with labor questions. The Ham- 
mond Company has been located tn Ham- 
mond for thirty-four years, and volun- 
tarily leaves Indiana to enter this State 
for the reason that business prospects in 
Chicago are deemed better. 


NO “PULL” FOR ARMY AND NAVY 


Mr. Roosevelt Said to Have Told Cer- 
tain Senators This Plainly.

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TRAIN WRECK AND FIRE 
KILL 100 IN. MICHIGAN 


Nearly All of the Victims Immi- 
grants on Their Way West. 


Disaster Due to Violation of Orders— 
Relief Special Sent from Detroit— 
Mangled Bodies Scattered 
Along the Track. 


Special to The New York Times. 


DETROIT, Nov. 27.—As the result of a 
head-on collision on the Wabash Railroad 
one mile from Seneca, Mich., at 6:45 o’clock 
this evening, 100 passengers, most of whom 
were immigrants, lost their lives. The list 
of the injured will probably reach 50. 

There were 141 passengers on Train No. 
13, including 20 first-class passengers from 
Detroit. On No. 4 there were about 30 
Chicago and St. Louls passengers bound 
through to New York and other eastern 


points. 

Train No. 13 consisted of a baggage car 
and two day coaches filled with immigrants 
bound from New York to Western points, 


and two Pullmans. 

The immigrants were transferred from 
train No. 13 this afternoon in Detroit and 
were packed into the day coaches like sar- 
dines. Wabash officials in Detroit estimate 
that the greater loss of life occurred in 
these coaches, which were light. Meagre 
advices state that the baggage car and 
coach next to it were smashed into splint- 
ers and afterward caught fire, creating a 
holocaust in which the dying found a fiery 
death. The third coach was telescoped as 
well as part of the next car, which was a 
Pullman, 

The twenty Detroit passengers, it is said, 
with but one or two exceptions, occupied 


seats in the Pullman car, and it is not 
thought that the list of killed and wounded 


will include many of them. No. 4 consisted 


of a baggage car and a combination coach 
and sleeper. Most of the passengers were in 
the Pullman. The officials here believe that 
the loss of life on No. 4 will be heavy. 

Thirty-two doctors from this city have 
gone to the wreck. The track at the point 
where the collision occurred was straight, 
and at first) the officals could not under- 
stand how the accident could have hap- 
pened. No. 13, which ordinarily is due to 
leave Detroit at 2:20 o'clock, was two hours 
late leaving here at 4:20. 

The two trains met at Montpelier, Ohio, 
according to schedule, but to-day, accord- 
ing to reports, No. 4 had orders to wait for 
No. 13 at Seneca. The blame is therefore 
placed on the conductor or engineer of No. 
4. Had this train been held at Seneca the 
accident would not have happened. Train 
No. 4 was due at Seneca at 6:43, according 
to the change in schedule, but apparently 
orders to wait were disobeyed and the 
probabilities are that the true story of why 
will never be told, as the train crews un- 
doubtedly met instant death. 

Advices from the wreck at midnight state 
that the country for miles around is lighted 


up by the burning cars, and that the flames 
could not be quenched because of lack of 
proper apparatus. Mangled bodies were 
picked up along the track by the farmers 
before the special train sent from Adrian 
arrived on the scene. 

In some instances the bodles were man- 
gled beyond all recognition. The bodieg 
which the rescuers managed to pull from 
the burning ruins of the immigrant cars 
were so badly burned that their identity 
will probably never be ascertained. 

Those railroad men who have seen the 
wreck declare it to be the worst that ever 
happened in Michigan, not even excepting 
the Grand Trunk wreck near Battle Creek 
in 1898 during the World’s Fair. 

As soon as the news of the disaster 
reached Superintendent Bierns of Detroit 
the wires were kept hot ordering specials 
from Adrian, Peru, and Montpelier to the 
scene of the wreck. At 8:40 a special train 
from Detroit, carrying physicians and sur- 
geons, started for Seneca and was given 
right of way. When it reached the scene 
of the wreck the work was at once com- 
menced of succoring the wounded. 

A special from Adrian bearing all the doc- 
tors and surgeons in the city had been at 
work for an hour, but the flames retarded 
the work of rescue. The wounded had been 
placed on stretchers in the coaches sent 
from Adrian. 


At 10:40 o’clock the first train loaded with 
wounded left the scene of the wreck for 
Adrian. The dead were left behind to be 
carried in on a later train. 

The wrecking train ordered from Mont- 
pelier, thirty miles away, arrived shortly 
after 9 o'clock, but the heavy vestibuled 
cars of No. 4 lay between it and the burn- 
ing immigrant cars, so that but little aid 
could be rendered by the rescuers. 

When the special train reached Adrian 
the wounded were carried in ambulances, 
drays, and delivery wagons to the hospitals 
until they were filled, when private resi- 
dences in the neighborhood were pressed 
into service. The engines of both trains 
were reduced to scrap iron and the enginecra 
and firemen on both perished. They were 
buried underneath a heap of iron and tele- 
scoped cars, which are burning fiercely. 

Advices state that the regular passenger 
train following No. 4 took a number of the 
wounded back to Montpelier. No. + and 
No. 15 were considered to be the two fast- 
est trains on the road. Both were behind 
time, and the probabilities are that they 
were running at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour when the accident happened,

A JUROR’S STATEMENT. 

During the recess one of the jurors made 
the following statement: “The jury was 
practically unanimous as to Capt. Dia- 
mond’s guilt from the very start, though 
the first ballot resulted eight for convic- 
tion and four for acquittal. The four who 
voted for acquittal were moved by a de- 
sire not to bring the disgrace of a con- 
viction upon the Captain. Juror No. 9, 
Louis Houseweller, the jury Secretary, was 
the leader of these four. The others seemed 
to lean on him. [Mr. Houseweller is a Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, and was the 
only Albany man on the jury.] To these 
four it was argued that we had nothing 
to do with the disgrace attaching to a 
conviction or with the punishment.

COMMISSIONER MURPHY 
ON THE CONVICTION. 


He Says that It Will Have a Good Ef- 
fect Upon the Police Force. 


Cupt. Dinmond’s dismissal from the police 
force rests entirely with Commissioner 
Murphy or his successor, Questioned about 
this, Assistant Corporation Counsel Theo- 
core Connoly yesterday pointed out that 
under the New York charter, Section 302, 
dealing with punishments of the police, it 
is stated: 

The Police Commissioner shall have power, in 
his discretion, on conviction by him, or by any 
court or officer of competent jurisdiction, of a 
member of the force of any criminal offense, of 
neglect of duty." &c., to punish the offending 
party by reprimand, forfeiting and withholding 
pay for a specified time, suspension, without 
pay during such suspension, or by dismissal from 
the force, &c. Z 

“As Capt. Diamond was convicted of a 
misdemeanor,”’ Mr.’ Connoly said, ‘‘ and 
not a felony, it is in the discretion cf Cum- 
missioner Murphy to summon him to be 
dismissed, fined, or suspended, all the evi- 
dence necessary being a certified copy of 
the trial from Albany, or he can pay_no 
attention to the action of the court. The 
whole affair is in his hands to do as he 
pleases. If, however, Capt. Diamond had 
yeen found guilty of a felony that would 
in itself be equivalent to dismissal’”’ 
Commissioner Mufphy at first avoided 
answering questions about the Captain's 
conviction, and then said: 

‘] think it will have a good effect on 
the force. The case is a peculiar one and 
will establish a precedent. You see, Bis- 
sert was convicted of a felony and Dia- 
mond of a misdemeanor.

“Capt. Diamond is still a member of the 
force, but he is under suspension, I will 
not talk further of the case until I receive 
a transcript of the trial and have been 
legally advised.” 

District Attorney 
Sresrest satisfaction 
said: 

‘I regard the conviction as extremely 
important. It was my desire in taking the 
office of District Attorney to do some- 
thing that would be of permanent ad- 
vantage to the community, and it seemed 
then that nothing could so much accom- 
plish that as the conviction of a_ police 
Captain, who had been wantonly guilty of 
neglect of duty, and who deliberately 
ignored and disregarded the complaints 
made to him by reputable citizens. 

‘The impression seemed to prevail in the 
Police Department that, no matter how 
flagrant the neglect of duty might be, it 
would be impossible to bring the offender 
to the bar of justice unless it could be 
proved that he had received a money con- 
sideration as an inducement to the violation 
of his outh. This conviction has undoubt- 
edly estabished a wholesome and im- 
portant precedent that will have a deterrent 
effect for many years. 

‘So far as I am aware this is the first 
conviction of a police ‘officer for neglect 
of duty that has ever been obtained by 
this county. I would have been better 
pleased had the sentence been other than 
it was.”

ARCHITECT ENLIVENS 
COL. MEADE'S TRIAL 


Mr. Boring Protests Against Ques- 
tions He Calls Humiliating. 


HE REFUTES ALLEGED CHARGES 


Major Lauchheimer Questioned Further 
About Certain Drinks Taken at the 
Puritan Club in Boston. 


The session of the Meade court-martial 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday was 
enlivened by a spirited protest made by 
Architect William A. Boring against his 
being called before the court to testify. 
Mr. Boring is a member of the firm of 
Boring & Tilton, the architects in charge of 
the work on the marine barracks in the 
yard. 

Col. Meade had accused Col. Frank L. 
Denny, Quartermaster of Marines, of col- 
lusion in connection with this work. After 
giving testimony before the court yesterday 
Mr. Boring asked to be allowed to make a 
statement. 

‘*T understand,” he said, when his request 
had been granted, “ that this is a court of 
honor. I have been in business for twenty 
years, and I have done work in which I 
have handled millions of dollars, People 
have given me their money to do work 
and have gone to Europe and not returned 
until the work was done. I think it is an 


outrage that I should be brought here to 
appear in this capacity. I think that some- 
thing should be done by the Secretary of 
the Navy to clear me of this cloud.” 

Lorenzo Semple of Col. Meade’s counsel 
arose and said in reply to Mr. Boring: 

‘IJ wish to say in behalf of Col. Meade, 
that he never made any statement which 
bore on Mr. Boring’s character. He did 
not make any charge of financial dis- 
honesty against Mr. Boring. When all the 
testimony which he gave before the Board 
of Inquiry has been submitted in evidence 
it will be seen that his attitude was that 

| he did not want an architect at all; that 
; Col. Denny was neglecting his work by 
| turning it over to architects.’’ 

‘I may be mistaken,’’ replied Mr. Bor- 
ing, “but I understand that the collusion 
referred to did reflect upon me. I never 
poet submitted to such humiliating ques- 
tions.”’ 

**Col. Meade,” said Mr. Semple, ‘‘is no 
way responsible for questions asked by 
the Judge Advocate.” 

Contradictory statements concerning the 
excavation for the guardhouse of the ma- 
rine barracks were made before the court 
by Mr. Boring and Col, Denny. ‘The lat- 
ter, while correcting his testimony immedi- 
ately before Mr. Boring was called, had 
stated that the excavation of the north- 
east corner of the barracks had been done 
by prisoners, at the suggestion of Col. 
Meade. 

The witness added that the excavation 
of the northeast corner of the barracks 
was paid for by the architects. When Mr. 
Boring took the stand, in answer to ques- 
tions, he said that the architects had not 
paid for any of the excavating. 

Mr. Boring further testified as to the 1¢ 
per cent. rate paid the architects for the 
work on the barracks. The rate, he suid, 
was regular and normal, and the work ‘was 
really worth more. The witness swore that 
he had no knowledge of any collusicn to de- 
fraud the Government between any of the 
parties connected with the contract. 

Mr. Boring wrote a letter to Col. Denny 
complaining of Col, Meade’s treatment of 
him. The Colonel, he complained, had re- 
fused him admittance to the barracks even 
when he showed a letter from Col. Deny 
giving him authority. Col. Meade. he aid 
made criticisms of the work whicn were 
absurd, and when they were found to be 
groundless, the officer flew into a passion 
and abused Mr. Boring and the contrvctors 
in a way which made him liable to Jamage 
suits, 

Major Charles H. Lauchheimer was re- 
called at the session and asked whether 
he could reconcile his statement that he 
was exhilarated by drinks at the Puritan 
Club, Boston, with statements of members 
of the club to the effect that he was per- 
fectly sober at the time in question. Th« 
Major replied that he did not mean that 
he was intoxicated and the statements 
were not irreconcilable. 

To-day being a holiday there will be nc 
session of the court, which adjourned until 
10 o'clock to-morrow morning. The prose- 
cution will close its case to-morrow, and it 
is probable that the first witnesses for the 
defense will then be called.

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DETECTIVE NEARLY KILLED. 


Was Assaulted by Three Men in Brook- 
lyn and Beaten Into Insensibility. 


, Detective Christopher Grosel, who is at- 
tached to the Vernon Avenue Police Sta- 
tion, Brooklyn, was murderously assaulted 
at an early hour yesterday morning by 
three men at Marcy and De Kalb Avenues 
and is now lying at his home, 207 Stockton 
Street, in a critical condition, suffering 
from a fracture of the skull and internal 
injuries. The police arrested Harry Ap- 
kins, twenty-one years old; his brother, 
Charles Apkins, twenty-four years old, of 
901 Bedford Avenue, and Edward Roach, 


twenty-four years old, of 162 Reid Avenue. 

Grosel was assaulted while looking for 
the assailants of Peter Kuck, who had 
been stabbed and robbed by thugs at Marcy 
and De Kalb Avenues. Kuck told the police 
that two of his assailants were negroes. 
Grosel was put on the case. At De -Kaib 
and Marcy Avenues he saw three men 
standing under the shed of a store. He 
walked up to them to see if there was a 
negro among them. As he looked at the 
men_one of them asked what he wanted. 

‘“Oh, I am only looking for a friend,” 
replied the detective, ‘‘and thought he 
might be among you.” 

He turned to walk away, and was struck 
on the back of the head with a bottle. As 
he turned to defend himself he was struck 
in the face and knocked down. His as- 
sailants kicked him into unconsciousness, 
and when found he was taken to his home 
in an ambulance from the Williamsburg 
Hospital. Dr. Telfair pronouneed his in- 
juries serious. When word reached the Ver- 
non Avenue Station House of the murderous 
assault upon the detective, following that 
upon Kuck, a dozen men of the Vernon 
Avenue Station were detailed in citizens’ 
clothes on the case. A part of the bottle 
which had been used in assaulting the 
detective, to which were hanging a label 
and a handkerchief, aided the police in 
making the three arrests. The men ar- 
rested were identified by Grosel as his 
assailants. 

The police also arrested Morris Miller, 
twenty-eight years old, and William Will- 
fams, twenty-six years old, of 945 Her- 
kimer Street, both colored, on suspicion of 
having robbed Kuck. Williams had a stab 
wound on the left arm, which he said 
he had received while trying to prevent 
Miller from killing Kuck. 


BURNING WAGON CAUSED 
HORSE TO RUN AWAY. 


Turkeys in Vehicle Were Partly Cooked 
—Fire Department Put Out Flames. 


A big gray horse, drawing a _ blazing 
butcher’s wagon, raced through Arthur 
Avenue in the vicinity of One Hundred and 
Eighty-third Street last night, terrifying 
the residents of that neighborhood and 
roasting a lo of fat Thanksgiving tur- 
keys in the flight. The big gray was owned 
by Herman Haas, who conducts a meat 
market at 935 Tremont Avenue.

He left a 
lighted lantern standing on the seat of the 
wagon while he entered a customer's house, 
A moment later, while Adler was ex- 
abanging pleasantries with the purchasers 
of this particular turkey, he heard a star- 
tling racket outside. The lantern had ex- 
ploded and the cover of the wagon had 
been set on fire. The frightened horse start-

At One Hundred and Bighty-first Street 
hcrse, wagon, and turkeys tumbled pell 
mell into a sewer trench, four feet deep. 
The wagon top burned like tinder, the 
turkeys sizzled and roasted, and the big 
gray struggled frantically to free himself 
from what seemed likely to become his 
funeral pile. An excited crowd gathered, 
and someone turned in a fire alarm. 

A few minutes later the apparatus ar- 
rived, and a stream of water was turned 
on the horse, the burning wagon, and 
Butcher Haas’s merrily cooking turkeys. 
The fire was soon put out, the big gray 
extricated from the trench, snorting wit 
fear, but unharmed, while Mr. Haas, who 
had arrived on the scene, stated that he 
would donate the partially roasted turkeys 
to a rummage sale in progress at a nearby 
church.

Under the present State law, foreign manufac- 
turing and trading corporations have quite an 
anvantage over home individuals, and while this 
is the case, they should pay their share of the 
taxes. Take the Kentucky Distilleries and 
Warehouse Company as an example. They were 
assessed last year on only $500,000 worth of 
property, for which property they paid about 
$3,000,000, divided as follows: 

Allen Bradley Distillery, $1,000,000; Anderson 
& Nelson Distillery, $500,000; Millwood Distillery, 
$500,000; Crystal Springs Distillery, $150,000; J. 
B. Wathen & Brother Distillery, $235,000: John 
G. Roach Distillery, $150,000; Marion County 
Distillery, $100.000; J. G. Mattingly Distillary, 


$250,000. 

The above was for the distilleries only 
and not for whisky. Their deeds call only 
for a small per cent. of what they paid for 
the property. This was done in order tc 
keep down their assessments.

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TIN CAN COMPANIES AT WAR. 


Buffalo Concern Sues Brooklyn Firm 
for $100,000 Damages. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 27.—The Buffalo 
Tin Can Company brought an action to-day 
for damages of $100,000 against the EB. W. 
Bliss Company ef Brooklyn. The case will 
probably be hard fought, for behind the 
Buffalo concern is the Erie Preserving 
Company, while back of the E. W. Bliss 
Company is the American Tin Company, 
better known as the Tin Can Trust. 

In the complaint it is charged that the 
Bliss company entered into a contract with 
the Buffalo Tin Can Company to supply 
certain machinery for the manufacture of 
cans, and that, after being absorbed by 
the American Tin Can Company, the Bliss 
concern refused to deliver the machinery. 


E. F. Brown Resigns as Law Examiner. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 27.—Edward F. 
Brown of New York City has resigned as a 
member of the State Board of Law Exam- 
Iners. The salary of the office is $2,500. He 
was unable to give the duties sufficient 
attention, he says. 
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STEEL TRUST RETURNS 
MILLIONS TO SYNDICATE. 


October Net Profits, Says Mr. Keene, 
Were $11,600,000—Working Capital, 
He Declares, Will Soon 
Be $75,000,000. 


The $25,000,000 paid in by the banking 
syndicate which financed the United States 
Steel Corporation has been returned to the 
members of the syndicate. The profits of 
the syndicate, however, which are variously 
estimated at from 25 to 37% per cent. of 
the amount of their original subscriptions, 
have not been returned and the syndicate 
has not been dissolved. 

James R. Keene made the announcement 
of the return of the $25,000,000 as follows 
yesterday morning:

“The $25,000,000 which was called up by | 
the United States Steel syndicate has been | 
returned Checks have been received this | 
morning. This money has been returned | 
because it was no longer needed. The earn- | 
ings of the company are so large that be- | 
fore the end of its fiscal year the Steel Cor- 
poration will have $75,000,000 of working | 
capital, 

“The return of the $25,000,000 does not 
chang» the position of the $200,000,000 syn- 
dicate, which is still intact and is under 


the Steel stocks. The net profits of the | 
Steel Corporation for the month of October | 
Were about $11,600,000."’ } 

This $25,000,000 has been held by the First | 
National Bank, and in the opinion of Wall 
Strect has been employed to support the | 
Steel stocks during the period when they 
were being distributed among investors. | 
Mr. Keene was charged with the market | 
énd oi this undertaking. 

The $25,000,000 represents the entire | 
amount paid in by the underwriters of the 
Steel Trust, which was 12% per cent. of the 
par value of their entire subscriptions of 
$200, 000,006, ‘ 

As to the exact amount of the profits of 
the syndicate, there is much speculation in 
the financial district. None but the man- 
agers know what the amount is, and they | 
declined to discuss it. | 

One statement made last Spring had it 
that the syndicate was to receive $50,000,000 
in the new capital stock, one-half preferred | 
afd one-half common, for its services in | 
financing the undertaking. Of this, one- 
fourth, it was said, was to go to the bankers. | 
$25,000,000 of preferred shares, sold at 90, 
would net $22,500,000, and $25,000,000 of | 
common shares at 45 would net $11,250,000, | 
making an aggregate of $33,750,000, or 16% 

er cent. on the original subscriptions. | 
These flgures are regarded as making too 
low an estimate, as they do not allow for 
the profits made since the stock market 
operations of last Spring. i 

The return of the $55,000,000 to the mem- | 
bers of the syndicate does not affect the | 
general supply of money, because it simply | 
transfers about $25,000,000 from the syndi- 
cate account to the accounts of the indi- 
viduai members.

AMERICAN GOODS -AT HARPUT. 


Cotton Fabric Quickly Sold—Cheaper 
than Manchester Product. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—‘‘ I take pleas- 
ure in reporting the success attendant 
upon the first serious experiment in intro- 
ducing American cotton fabrics into this 
market, where hitherto English wares have 
held undisputed sway,’’ says Consul Nor- 
ten, at Harput, in a report to the State 
Department. 

Mr. Norton says that a jobber exposed 
for sale fifty pieces, forty yards each, of 
American cabot, which he promptly sold 
to local retailers at $2.85 a piece. Owing to 
its superior strength and weight great 
satisfaction has been expressed by the con- 
sumers, the dealers prefer it to the best 
grade of Manchester goods reaching the 
Turkish market. The price of the latter 
article is 10 cents a yard, while the Amer- 
ican product sells for 7% cents.

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REPUBLICAN PARTY AND | 


CUBAN SUGAR DUTIES 


Many Leaders in Congress Op- 
posed to Administration Plan. 


Representative Tawney Says Reciproc- 
ity Would Benefit Sugar Trust Only 
—Congressmen Receive Many 
Letters of Advice. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 27.—Republican 
leaders in Congress, as a rule, have not 
been -affected very much by Secretary 
Root’s p.ea for commercial reciprocity for 
the Cubans. Nor is there any expectation 
that what the President is to say in his 
message in support of Mr. Root's plea will 
result in any considerable gain to the num- 
ber of those who favor giving the Cubans 
what they ask. 

It is understood the men who are likely 
to represent the Republicans of the House 
in the Ways and Means Committee of tne 
Fifty-seventh Congress are strongly vp- 
posed to a reduction of the duty on Cuban 
sugar and tobacco, notwithstanding they 
have been ‘informed, it is said, that the 
President will recommend the reduction in 
return for trade concessions from Cuba. 

Representative Tawney of Minnesota, who 
undoubtedly will be a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, said to-day: 

“The result of admitting Cuban sugar 
free of duty would be to transfer about 
$12,000,000 a year from the Treasury of the 
United States into the treasury of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, popu- 
lariy known as the ‘trust.’ The price of 
sugar would not be lowered one cent to the 
consumers. The $12,000,00U represents the 


duty now collected on Cuban raw sug ir 
and the amount by which the trust woutd 


benefit. : 

“Cuba sent us in 1900 one-fifth the 
amount of dutiable sugar we imported. 
Well, is it not absurd to say that by caking 
the duty otf of one-fifth our imports and 
leaving it on the other four-fifths, a reduc- 
tion in price will ensue on the whole prod- 
uct made from the raw sugar’ 

‘Ir all sugar was admitted free of uuty, 
the present monopoly of the Sugar Trust 
might be broken; other refiners might yet 
into the field and competition possibly low- 
er the price of sugar. But the trust has 
the monopoly of the field, and, of course, 
it wants to get in as much free 7aw ma- 
terial as it can, so long as the monopoly is 
maintained. 

“| am looking at the proposition from 
the viewpoint oft revenue, aside from the 
question of protection to the American beet 
grower and cane raiser. It is a well-known 
fact that some of-the sugar proposed to oe 
brought in free is raised by piantations in 
Cuba owned by the Sugar Trust; that other 
quantities are raised by Americans and 
Europeans, Whd have obtained control cf 
the plantations in expectation of free trade 
in the future. 

* The ‘ humanitarian’ suggestion orought 
into this issues does not appall me. I .hink 
we have done a great deal for the Cubans, 
and if, after we have set them free and 
given them a Government of their own, 
they prefer still to trade with Europe to 
buying our goods, I don't see how admit- 
ting their sugar to our ports will offer 
any great inducements to them.” 

There is a strong body in Congress which 
dissents from the views advanced by Mr. 
Tawney, but it is quite apparent that at 
present the House is controlled by men 
who are opposed to lowering the duty on 
Cuban sugar. This opposition has been 
built up by hard work, carried on for 
months by representatives of the beet sugar 
industry and the sugar powers of Hawail, 
Porto Rico, and Louisiana. _With these the 
tobacco growers of the United States, like- 
ly to be affected by lowering the duty on 
Cuban tobacco, have made common, cause. 
Support alse has come from high protec- 
tionists all over the country, who, though 
they “would not he affected directly by 
reciprocal trade arrangements with Cuba, 
do not wish to have any item of the tariff 
disturbed, for fear such a beginning would 
be followed by reductions that would touch 
their interests. 

The Washington Star to-day says: 

“Considerable missionary work is being 
attempted among the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives-elect of this Congress by means 
of personal communications. Most of these 
emanate from New York law officés, and in 
some cases are easily traced to the inter- 
ests back of them. The latest batch reached 
Washington last evening, of which the 
following is a sample. It came out of a 
Broadway law office, and purports to be 
in the interest of ‘an overwhelming ma- 
jority of conservative business men.’ The 
communication bespeaks the Representa- 
tive to whom it is addressed to advocate 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, that in order that the assem- 
bling of Congress may give rise to no uncertainty 
as to future American business conditions and so 
destroy business confidence, check production, 
und bring idleness and poverty to labor and loss 
to capital in the United States, the sense of 
Congress is hereby expressed to be against any 
decrease of any customs tariff upon any article 
the like of which ts produeed in the United 
States, whether such decrease be proposed by a 
bill requiring the approval of both houses of 
Congress or by any treaty with a foreign coun- 
try, and against any measure permitting the 
admission of foreign goods into any possession 
enjoying free trade with the United States at 
any less duty than. that levied upon the same 
kind of goods when admitted at any port of the 
United States proper directly from any foreign 
cuuntry. 

It is not probable that a serious attempt 
will be made to put. such a resolution 
through the House. At the same time it 
comes near expressing the sentiment of 
those who will control the House with re- 
spect to the issues discussed in the resolu- 
tion. 


Cuban Delegation at War Department. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 27.—The Cuban 
business men’s delegation, which is now in 
Washington in the interest of reciprocity, 
called at the War Department to-day. The 
members were delighted with the manner in 
which Secretary Root handled the sub- 
ject of Cuban reciprocity in his report, and 
came to express their thanks. Secretary 
Root, however, was in New York. The 
delegation later saw Secretary Hay and 
Assistant Secretary Hill and Secretary 


Long. They are going to New York, but 
will return in a few days and remain for 


some time.

HELD FOR WHOLESALE THEFT. 


M. London Said to Have Swindled Forty 
Firms Out of $50,000 Worth 
of Merchandise. 


Mandel London, who is also known as 
T. Sack, was arraigned in the Centre Street 
Court yesterday, charged with stealing 
merchandise from about forty wholesale 
furnishing goods houses. Complaints were 
taken in three cases, and he was held in 
$1,000 bail on each charge for further ex- 
amination. 

He refused to give his name or age, and 
but little is known of him prior to his ap- 
pearance in Newark, where he opened a 
store about a year ago. The police say 
he is one of a band of swindlers which 
has been operating in this city and adja- 
cent towns for several months. 

In June he opened a store in Jersey City. 
Soon after he began to order goods from 
various houses in this city, using ornate 
and expensive letter heads, and taking the 
goods on any terms that he could get so 
long as it was credit. It was not long 
before various creditors began to send col- 
lectors over the ferry, but none of them 
succeeded in making any collections, Lon- 
don representing that he was embarrassed 
temporarily. 

This continued until I. Harris, represent- 
ing Louis Harris of 7 Bleecker Street, one 
of the creditors, discovered one day that 
goods which had been delivered the day 
before were not in the store. He became 
suspicious, and upon making inquiries was 
told by Samuel Cohen, whose store was 
oposite London’s, that frequently wagons 
drove up to the store about 8 o’clock in 
the morning, and after being loaded with 
goods drove to the ferry and crossed to 
New York. 

Later Harris and Isadore Kleinman, an- 
other creditor, watched London’s move- 
ments. They saw a wagon loaded at the 
rear door and driven to New York. They 
followed, but lost sight of it on Canal 
Street. On November 18 they had London 
arrested in ang 4 City. He was arraigned 
and paroled in the custody of his counsel 
for further examination. On November 
22 a member of the firm of Silverstein & 
Co., still another creditor, called on Lon- 
don and told him that unless their claim 
was paid at once he would levy on the 
goods in the store. That night all the goods 
were removed, and the store was closed 
for good. On Tuesday Harris saw Lon- 
don on the street, and after following him 
for some time had him arrested, 

Since his arrest the police say that the- 
have discovered not less than forty com- 
plainants against him, and that they will 
get many more. They also assert that 
he has secured not less than $50,000 worth 
of goods. Complaints were taken yester- 
day in three cases: Dubin Brothers of 94 
Essex Street, Honig & Birnbaum of 599 
Broadway, and Louis Harris of 7 Bleecker

POSTMASTER GENERAL 
MAKES ANNUAL REPORT 


Abuses of Second-Class Mail Reg- 
ulations Set Forth. 


Other Matters Discussed Are Rural Free 
Delivery, Increased Revenues, Cu- 
ban and Philippine Mails, and 
Needed Legislation. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Postmaster 
General Charles Emory Smith made pub- 
lic his annual report for the year ended 
June 380, 1901. Half of it is devoted to the 
abuses of second-class mail matter and the 
other half to rural free delivery, increase 
of revenue, service in Cuba and the Philip- 
pines, ocean mail service, pneumatic-tube 
service, parcels post, money-order depart- 
ment, service in Alaska, automobile tests, 
electric-car service, registry division, sup- 
pression of fraud, and the legislation 
needed. 

The total receipts of the. departmen’ 
amounted to $111,631,193.39; total expendi- 
tures, $115,554,920.87, and the excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts, $3,923,727.48, the 
deficit being $1,461,961.22 less than lasrt 
year. 

“The most urgent need of the postal 
service is the rectification of the enormous 
wrongs which have grown up in the per 
version and abuse of the privilege accord- 
ed by the law to second-class matter,’’ says 
Mr. Smith. “It is the most urgent need 
because it aims at the one great overshad- 
owing evil of the service, and because i 
underlies and overtops all other reforms 
and advance. It would relieve the cdepart- 
ment from the one oppressive burden whict 
cripples and weighs it down, and which 
stands as a constant and formidable bar- 
rier against improvement and progress.’ 
Continuing the report reads: 

“In dividing mail matter into four 
classes the law provides that newspupers 
and periodicals coming within the condi- 
tions it prescribes shall constitute the sec- 
ond class with a postage rate of 1 cent 
per pound. All other printed matter, in- 
cluding books, circulars, and advertising 
sheets, constitutes the third class, with a 
postage rate of 1 cent for two ounces. The 
law defines the characteristics which shall 
distinguish and determine second-class 
matter, and it intends to limit the privilege 
and benefit of the pound rate to legitimate 


newspapers and periodicals which fulfill 
these statutory requirements. But, thous- 
ands of publications, which are in reality 
books or purely advertising sheets or gift 
enterprises, and which the law never meant 
to include within the second class, have 
crept in through evasions and loose con- 
structions, until this abuse has grown_to 
colossal proportions and imposes a burden 
of many millions of dollars on the Govern- 
ment and the people.”’ 

The second-class matter, according to the 
report, constitutes nearly 60 per cent. of 
the weight of the entire mail of the country, 
but during the last year it has paid only 
one twenty-eighth part of the revenue, To 
get the best idea of what proportion of the 
total expense should be paid by the sec- 
ond-class matter Superintendents of the 
railway mail service and thirty Postmasters 
of representative cities were asked for 
their opinions, The Superintendents an- 
swered 35 per cent. he Postmasters 
varied but little in their answers from 20 
per cent. 

Of the law on second-class matter Mr. 
Smith writes: 

The intent of the law ts clear from its terms. 
It seeks to define boundaries and to prescribe 
conditions which shall limit the privilege to the 
kind of publications really a to be in- 
cluded. First of all, it provides that to be 
entitled to the second-class rate the publication 
must be ‘' originated afd published for the dis- 
semination of information of a public character, 
or devoted to literature, the sciences, arts, or 
some special industry.’’ The law further requires 
that the publication must have ‘‘a legitimate 
list of subscribers,’ and adds the proviso that 
nothing in its terms ‘ shall be so construed as to 
admit to the second-class rate regular publica- 
tions designed primarily for advertising purposes, 
or for free circulation, or for circulation at 
rominal rates."’ 

Little by little the limitations have been re- 
laxed, and every transgression has been made 
the pretext and precedent for another. Many of 
the publications once entered have changed their 
character since admission, and, if at first entitled 
to the pound rate, have by this departure for- 
felted thelr origina] right. 

The volume of second-class matter ha: 
doubled in the last ten years, 4,985 publica- 
tions being admitted last year—3,uuz2 new 
and 1,668 old ones in new form. Of thir 
mass of second-class matter it is estimated 
that one-half did not come within thc 
meaning of the law, and hence was not en- 
titled to the pound rate. 

As the matter now stands, the Govern- 
ment is carrying 200,000,000 pounds of mail 
matter at 1 cent per pound, for which 
it should receive the third-class rate of 
8 cents, thus involving a direct loss of 
$8,000,000, which is three times the amount 
of the postal deficit of last year. 

Rural free delivery, the report states, has 
advanced materiaily, the extension during 
the past year having been nearly three 
times as great as the whole amount of 
service previously established. The number 
of routes at the beginning of the fiscal 
year was 1,276. On Dec. 1 6,009 routes will 
be in operation. 

Of the postal service in Cuba and the 
Philippines, Mr. Smith wage: 

‘* The reyenue in Cuba for the fiscal year 
1900 was $246.912.31, and for the fiscal year 
1901 it was $367.684.50, showing an increase 
of $120,722.19. This increase was due, not to 
an expansion of the postal business, but to 
ee err oe = moneys received. 

e deficit was reduced from 52,585. 
to $82,804.29 ’ — — 

‘In the Philippine Islands the service has 
entailed larger cost, the deficit for the year 
being $36,470.06. Outside of Manila and the 
‘orger towns nearly all the revenue is de- 

‘ved_from the army and the employes of 

Government. 
The report recommends the restoration 


| of the pneumatic-tube service in New York, 


Philadelphia, Boston, and other cities 
wherein it was suspended at the expiration 
of the contracts last year. 

“To strain fast mail trains and then 
partly defeat their rret by slow wagon 
seryice at the terminals is a contradictory 
and incongruous policy,’’ says the Pnst- 
master General. ‘‘ The department renews 
its request for an appropriation of $500,000 
for the restoration of the pneumatic sery- 
ice, and I earnestly commend it to tke fa- 
vorable consideration of Congress.’ With 
regard to the parcels post he says: 

“Other countries in Europe seek parcels- 
post conventions with us, but it may be a 
question how far a foreign service of this 
character should be extended before a do- 
mestic parcels post shall be inaugurated. 
The establishment of a domestic system is 
a question for Congress.” 

The receipts during the year from the 
money order transactions were $294,618,- 
680.99, an increase over the preceding year 
of $39,000,000, and the number of offices in 
operation was 30,529, an increase of 880. 
Last year $1,409,382.24 was collected as 
ae pet fees, an increase of $177,947.36. 

f automobile mail carrying the report

says: 

“The first contract for the carriage of 
mails by automobiles was entered into dur- 
ing the last fiseal year for seryice between 
the Post Office at Buffalo and the station 
in the Pan-American Exposition grounds, a 
cistance of four and one-quarter miles. 
Thig distance was covered in thirty-five 
minutes and there were seven trips dally. 


The service rendered proved satisfactory,

SMUGGLERS OF FURS FROM 
CANADA DISCOVERED. 


Treasury Detectives Learn that the 
Practice Has Been Extensive on 
Vermont Borders. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio., Nov. 27.—Detectives 
of the United States Treasury Department 
believe they have unearthed one of the 
most extensive smuggling schemes in the 
history of the country. They estimate 
that furs worth $100,000 have been smug- 
gied into this country from Canada, and 
about one-fourth of this quantity has been 
confiscated by the Government from some 
of the most fashionable people of Northern 
Ohio, 

Collector of Customs Charles F, Leach 
and his deputies have charge of the work 
of confiscation. The victims live in Youngs- 
town, Canton, Massillon, Cleveland, and 
several other northern Ohio towns, but 


Mr. Leach refuses to make public their 
names. One lot recovered from Youngs- 
town cost at least $1,500. 

A big fur firm in Montreal is accused 
of sending goods into this country and 
avoiding the duty. They were shipped, it 
is said, to White River Junction, Vt., a 
small place on the Canadian border, and 
were sent thence by express to their des- 
tination. Mr. Leach says the members 
of the firm are under indictment in the 
United States Court in Vermont, charged 
with smuggling. 

The United States detectives believe that 
there is much more the property in the 
United States outslue of Northern Ohio, 
Collector Leach says the discovery pre- 
vented the smuggling of furs valued at 
$40,000, that were just ready to be shipped. 


BURLINGTON, Vt., Nov. 27.—Informa- 
tion obtained here confirms the reports of 
extensive smuggiing of valuable furs from 
Montreal to points in this State, and two 
men are under bonds for examination, hav- 
ing been arrested by United States officials 
at Alburgh. M. M. Doan was taken into 
custody some days ago. Leslie J. Johnson 
was arrested late last night, and was given 
a hearing here to-day, and held for further 
examination in $300. 


RUTLAND, Vt., Nov. 27.—The announce- 
ment of the violation of the customs laws 
by Canadian fur dealers is of considerable 
interest here, as one of the cases is to 
come up before the United States District 
Court, which will meet in Rutland next 
Monday afternoon. The case involves a 
seizure of 107 Copper Island sealskins at 
Swanton, near the Canadian line, by Olin 
Merrill, Collector of Customs for that dis- 
trict, on Sept. 30 last. 

An information for violation of the 
revenue laws was filed with the court by 
United States Attorney James L. Martin, 
and United States Marshal Fred A. Field 
has issued a notice to all persons concerned 
that the seized property will be condemned 
and forfeited unless the owners claim the 


skins. 
THE EAST RIVER BRIDGE CABLE. 


The First Wire Has Been Started Across 
the Structure Successfully. 


The first wire of the cable of the new 
East River Bridge was started over thc 
structure from the New York side at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon by Charlies E. 


Roebling, the manager of the Joha A. 
Roebling’s Sons Company, who have the 
contract for the stringing of the cables. 
As the wheel started, carrying a bight of 
the wire across the traveling rope to the 
Brooklyn side, it attracted the attention 
of hundreds of people on both sides of the 
river. When the wheel reached the Brook. 
Iyn side it was met by Chief Engineer Hil- 
denbrand and a force of men who made the 
end of the wire fast to the anchor chains 
and started the wheel with another bight 
of wire to the Manhattan shore. 

The real task of spinning the cable will 
begin to-morrow morning at 7 o'clock, and 
will continue until the cables are com- 
pleted. The stringing of the wire yesterday 
was more of an experiment and was suc- 
cessful. Many tons of@vire reeled on spools 
or drums are at both the New York and 
Brooklyn anchorages ready for spinning.

An effort will be made to obtain a par- 
don for Adolph Kirschkopf, who was con-

STEAM AHEAD OF ELECTRICITY. 


Pennsylvania Railroad to Discontinue 
Trolley Service from Mount Holly 
to Burlington. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 27.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company has given formal 
notice that steam trains will be substituted 
for the trolley service between Mount 
Holly and Burlington, N. J., which was in- 
terrupted by the burning of the power 
house at the former place several weeks 
ago. The determination not to rebuild the 
power house emphasizes the fact that elec- 
tricity as a motive power for steam roads 
has not proved satisfactory. The Pennsyl- 
vania and the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford were the only steam roads to ex- 
periment with electricity as a motive 
power, and both took up the matter early 
in 1895. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad officials se- 
lected the short line between Mount Holley 
and Burlington for the experiment with 
electricity. With the aid of the Westing- 
house Blectric Company, which was great- 
ly interested in the project, a thoroughly 
up-to-date power plant was installed at 
Mount Holly, and large modern electric 
cars provided. The line was opened on 
June 18, 1895. The operation of the system 
was closely observed by the officials of 
the company, and while they refrained 
from public utterances on the matter, it 
became known, after the line had been in 
operation for some time, that it did not 
meet their expectations, and that there 
_—— be no extension of the electric sys- 
em. 


RAILROAD WAR IN OMAHA, 


Injunction Secured by Burlington 
Against City Council Dissolved. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 27.—Judge Dickin- 
son, in the District Court, to-day dissolved 
the injunction secured by the Burlington 
Road against the City Council, restraining 


it from passing an ordinance vacating 
Highth Street for the use of the Chicago 
and Northwestern Road. The latter road 
at once began condemnation proceedings, 
and the Council met in extraordinary ses- 
sion to act on the matter. 

The fight has been a bitter one between 
the two roads, the Burlington seeking to 
keep the Northwestern from running its 
tracks into the wholesale district. Several 
cars have been thrown from the tracks 
into the middle of Eighth Street by both 
roads, and each has kept a force of men 
on the scene of trouble to prevent the other 
from building or tearing up tracks. 


Utica and Mohawk Valley Railway. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 27.—A certificate 
of consolidation of the Utica Belt Line 
Street Railroad Company and the Utica 
and Mohawk Railroad Company, forming 
the Utica and Mohawk Valley Railway 
Company, was filed to-day with the Secre- 
tary of State.

That Mr. Hofmann played 
them well goes without saying. Such 
masters of the keyboard as he is, do not 
play things badly. But there are degrees

while perhaps a trifle more brilliancy would 
have done no harm.

a theme by 


rondo the artist left 
nothing to be desired. He played the num- 
ber with a lovely tone, with a _ beautiful 
distribution of dynamic gradations, and 
with a_ perfection of pbrasing which 
brought out all the contours of the melo- 
dies. The number is seldom played, and 
was all the more welcome on that account, 
Mendelssohn's ‘Scherzo a _ Capricco”’ 
seemed quite unnecessary. It is not inter- 
esting music. Mr. Hofmann’s own “ Durch 
di¢é Wolken” is a pretty salon piece, well 
made and grateful for the performer. It 
was cordially applauded by the audience. 
Balakirev’s ‘‘Islamey” is a bewildering 
maze of technical wonders, and Mr. Hof- 
mann disposed of its difficulties with con- 
summate ease. Furthermore, he almost 
succeeded, by reason of the clearness of 
his rhythm and the exquisite variety of 
his acecentuation, in making it musical. 

His Chopin playing was unusually good 
yesterday, and his performance of the C 
minor ballade was the work of a master. 
The same thing is true of his treatment 
of the two Polish songs. The “ Liebe- 
straum” gave him an opportunity to show 
to the greatest advantage his command of 
the singing tone, and the ‘* Mephisto”’ 
piece furnished a dazzling technical dis- 
play to end the recital. Then came the 
usual list of encore numbers, while the 
worshippers stood in front of the stage to 
try to see how it was all done.

MADISON SQUARE GARDEN SALE 


The Prize of the Fasig-Tipton “ Old 
Glory” Auction Will Go to Min-

PARTY. 

In the pain of defeat Mr. RICHARD 
CROKER lifts up his voice for harmony in 
the Democratic Party. A divided party 
can accomplish nothing, he says; the De- 
mocracy must get together. The Demo- 
crats of New York City and the Demo- 
crats up the State must be one in pur- 
pose and in leadership. 

Inasmuch as Mr. CROKER has been the 
great schismatic of the New York De- 
mocracy, his present profession of a de- 
sire for harmony excites various emo- 
tions in the bosoms of Democrats, but is 
nowhere taken seriously. He has con- 
tinually opposed and often baffled the 
natural leaders of the party, 
account of difference of view 
principle and policy, but from private 
spite and to gratify his own savage de- 
sire for revenge. But most of all, the 
evil reputation and notorious political 
walk and conversation of Mr. RICHARD 
CROKER have tended to divide and disor- 
ganize the Democratic Party in New 
York. Mr. CrRoKeR has never been in 
politics for principle, nor has he ever 
sought the welfare of his party or his 
country. With him politics is a business 
carried on for private gain. He has ad- 
mitted on the witness stand that he 
works for his ‘‘own pockets all the 
time."’ He is identified with the revolt- 
ing corruptions of Tammany rule in this 
city, is responsible for them. There is a 
tremendous Democratic majority in New 
York, but Mr. CROKpER'‘'s organization, 
though it bears the name and uses the 
symbols of Democracy, was utterly ¥out- 
ed at the recent election. Not even the 
high character and pure name of Mr. 
SHEPARD could save him from deféat. 
The Democratic city repudiated him, It 
is perfectly well known that the Demo- 
crats up the State abhor him. Croker- 
ism is poison and death to the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

Among sensible men, therefore, it is 
the universal conclusion that Mr. RicH- 
ARD CROKER can in nO way so well pro- 
mote the restoration of harmony in the 
Democratic Party in New York as by 
taking a steamer for England, never to 
return. 

Reports which attribute to Mr. HILu 
any concern or interest in CROKER’'s 
plans for harmony may be dismissed as 
absurd. It is equally incredible that Mr. 
HixLt should have reached the decision, 
also attributed to him, to let Mr. CRoKER 
assume the responsibilities of the Demo- 
cratic leadership during the coming 
year, thereby incurring the reproach and 
discredit of the defeat of his party in the 
Governorship election next Fall, which it 
fs said Mr. Hitt considers inevitable. 
We may be very sure that no such in- 
tention has been formed or will be en- 
tertained. A political party cannot be 
built up or reorganized in that way.

THE CONVICT&ON OF - DIAMOND. 

It is notorious that for many years, 
with brief intervals improvement, 
New York has had a police force in many 
respects far below a decent standard of 
honest efficiency. Yesterday for the first 
time in the history of the force an officer 
of high rank has been convicted and 
punished for willful neglect of duty. It 
is a great gain, and Commissioner MUR- 
PHY speaks truly as well as feelingly 
when he says that it will be ‘‘a good 
thing for the force.” 

The case of Capt. DIAMOND was a pe- 
one.

When the trial was had in Albany and 
a jury was found the members of which 
were presumably free from _ intimate 
knowledge of the reputation of the New 
York police, DIAMOND’s counsel ected, 
as was their right, to offer no evidence 
in defense. They took their chances as to 
whether the jury would infer from that 
fact that the prosecution was too feeble 
to require opposing evidence, or that the 
defense was too feeble to afford it, but 
the result was that DIAMOND was found 
in law, as he undoubtedly was 
guilty in fact, of “willful neglect of 
duty.”’ It will be noted that the charge 
of direct or indirect corruption did not 
enter into the case. Whatever may have 
been the reasonable conclusion from the 
conviction of the “ wardman” 
ceiving bribes, DIAMOND was 


guilty, 


for 
not ac- 
cused before the court with participating 
in the bribes, or even with guilty knowl- 
edge of them. He was charged with per- 
mitting violations of the law of a fla- 
grant and offensive nature, and it is for 
this that he has been sentenced to pay 
the highest fine that the law permits. 

Doubtless it will be a general impres- 
sion that imprisonment also should have 
been imposed. We do not ourselves 
think that penalty would have been ex- 
But Judge HERRICK, acting 
within the clear discretion allowed by 
law, after careful consideration of the 
circumstances; came to the conclusion 
that the fine was adequate punishment. 
The facts which seem to have weighed 
with him most were the previous good 
record of DIAMOND, the practical 
tainty that the conviction ended his ca- 
reer as a police officer, and the disiinc- 
tion between willful neglect of duty and 
neglect through corruption, which was 
not charged. It was the Judge’s right and 
his duty to give such weight to these facts 
as he deemed proper! By making the fine 
as high as possible, while omitting im- 
prisonment, the court affixed to Dia- 
MOND’s offense the severest condemna- 
tion, and in effect reserved imprison- 
ment as, in its judgment, a penalty that 
should go with proved corruption. That, 
of itself, is calculated to have a whole- 
some influence. There has grown up in 
the police a notion that nothing short of 
proved corruption will be punished at all, 
and as corruption is the most difficult 
of proof of all their offenses, they have 
felt pretty safe. So far as the discipline 
coming from their own superiors in the 
department, for the past four years, they 
have been safe indeed. They will be so 
no longer when Mayor Low’s Commis- 
sioner takes the reins. They will have to 
count on a very different sort of disci- 
pline. And they ‘will now understand 
that the courts, when appealed to by an 
honest and able prosecuting officer, will 
deal with what the police have been used 
to call ‘‘mere neglect” in a way that 
few of them will care to face. 

On the whole, the result in the case of 
Capt. DIAMOND is a very good thing.

THE WYNNE PROCESS. 

The mine owners of Colorado are just 
now much excited by the fear that Prof. 
C. W. WYNNE of Denver has made a dis- 
covery which will disturb the financial 
system of the world. Just what the dis- 
covery is no one except the inventor 
seems to know. Its results, however, are 
sufficient to justify the wildest kind of 
excitement—provided, of course, the facts 
are as believed. The Wynne process con- 
sists of a method of extracting gold from 
low-grade ores. or ores hitherto consid- 
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ered of low grade, by which those show- 
ing, on fire assay, a value of, say, $1 per 
ton are made to yield at the rate of, say, 
$400 per ton. Ag this astonishing result 
has been reached in a number of in- 
stances, and as powdered granite and 
other barren rock sent with ore samples 
have in no instances fooled the wily pro- 
fessor and shown value where none ex- 
ists, no further demonstration of the im- 
portance of the new process of extraction 
is considered necessary. 

As showing what the Wynne process 
will do for a low grade ore of the sul- 
phuret variety, we have reported rec- 
ords of three reductions of which the 
facts are as follows: Sample 
No. 1, two pounds of crushed ore, fire 
assay $25 per ton: yield by Wynne proc- 
ess $602 per ton. Sample No. 2, also two 
pounds of fine ore mixed in a sampler, 
fire assay $1 per ton; Wynne reduction 
yielded $292 per ton. Sample No, 3, two 
pounds of country rock, granitic in char- 
acter, fire assay no value; Wynne proc- 
ess, no value. The buttons made by 
Prof. WYNNE from these samples and 
others are retained by him, as the cor- 
rectness of his conclusioms may be at 
some time questioned and it is prudent 
to have the gold recovered to exhibit and 
weigh. . 

What would happen it if should be es- 
tablished that the recovery of gold per 
ton of ore can be increased on an aver- 
age of, say, 3,000 per cent., we will not 
undertake to say. There would certainly 
be a great unsettlement of the basis of 
values and perhaps other disturbances 
which, being outside the ordinary range 
of human experience, could not be accu- 
rately forecasted. The best interests of 
the country would seem to demand that 
the inventor be safely immured in a cage 
and allowed to exercise his skill only at 
such times and to such extent as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall approve. 
It is unfortunate that the matter has al- 
ready reached a stage warranting col- 
umns of description and discussion in the 
Denver newspapers. It should be a State 
secret.

THE AUTOMATIC TELEPHONE. 

It is seldom that a mechanical im- 
provement and a wave of moral reform 
go hand in hand—not that they are in 
any way incompatible, but because the 
field of mechanics and the plane of mor- 
als are as widely separated as dynamics 
and ethics. It would seem, however, as 
if the automatic telephone, as installed 
and successfully operative at Fall River, 
Mass., was destined to prove a great in- 
fluence for good by removing an induce- 
ment to “language’’ which few men, how- 
ever well grounded in the Shorter Cate- 
chism and like instructive and edifying 
literature, have been able effectually to 
resist. The typical ‘‘ Central” is, no 
doubt, an amiable, estimable, and gen- 
erally right-minded young female, with 
all the virtues and many of the charms 
of perfect womanhood. There is every 
reason to believe that she is a respectful 
and obedient daughter and a tender and 
solicitous sister. As a plighted bride she 
is probably as faithful to her tentative 
vows as the average American girl, who 
dearly loves a flirtation within strictly 
defined limits. But in the discharge of 
her official duties as the manipulator of 
the switchboard of the station to which 
she is attached, she can provoke more 
spontaneous and scintillating blasphemy 
than any living creature—except, possi- 
bly, the army mule. Her calm assurance 
that ‘“ They’re busy "’; her bland inquiry, 
injected at the psychologic moment of 
a conversation, ** Are you through?”’ her 
ingenuity in connecting one with the 
American Tract Society or the dog pound 
when he wanted to make a theatre en- 
gagement with his best girl; her weary 
indifference to impatience at wholly un- 
necessary mistakes and delays; her lia- 
bility to cut one off when one has just 
thought of something brilliantly sarcas- 
tic to say which would have set the wires 
tingling—all these are functions of ‘‘ Cen- 
tral’’ which have done much to lower the 
moral standards of the community and 
change the respectful and considerate 
gentleman into a creature who could give 
a Cape Cod fisherman points when it 
comes to the employment of a vocabu- 
lary which lies wholly outside the sphere 
of polite language. 

We had supposed that the female 
“Central” and the, telephone exchange 
were inseparable. In the Fall River in- 
stallation it is shown that they are not. 
In that favored city the person who 
wishes to make a telephone connection 
goes to his instrument, revolves a disk 
not unlike the lettered annulus of a com- 
bination lock, and thus makes his own 
connection by a process similar to that 
described by the scientist as “ natural 
selection.”” He can call any number in- 
cluded within the possible permutations 
of ten numerals, from 1 to 0. Having set 
the combination he wants he presses a 
button, which rings the bell of the sub- 
scriber called. If this particular instru- 
ment is ‘‘ busy " for sure he hears a buz- 
zing which notifies him of the fact; if 
not, the call is presumably answered and 
the conversation proceeds, 

Of the mechanism of this system it is 
unnecessary to speak in detail in this 
plaee. The essential fact is that it 
works. In a large central station, or ex- 
change, there is, of course, a great deal 
of ingenious and delicately adjusted ap- 
paratus, but it consists of the indefinite 
multiplication of a unit which, if not ex- 
actly simple, is not too complex for prac- 
tical value. So far as the service is con- 
cerned it is absolutely automatic. If a 
mistake is made in the call, the only one 
responsible is the person whdé does the 
ringing up, and he is usually lenient in 
the judgment of'his own errors and in- 
variably apologetic to the person need- 
lessly disturbed. The flow of amenities 
over the Fall River wires is positively 
beatific. Such an accident as “ cutting 
in” with something wholly irrélevant 
and incongruous is unknown; equally so 
is the premature severance of a connec- 


tion once established until its purpose is 

| fulfilled. The confidential character of a 
conversation under such conditions is 
said to be valued by the subscribers, al- 
though we should tmagine that the abil- 
ity of “Central” to overhear what is 
said on ordinary occasions by the present 
system was more a sentimental than a 
practical handicap to freedom of conver- 
sation. It would require something ex- 
traordinary to stimulate her jaded ear to 
purposeful attention. What is much 
more important is that a connection may 
be made by a subscriber in a hurry in 
five seconds. Comparing this with the 
time required in New York, it is equiva- 
lent to adding ten years to the average 
business life—not to speak of the waste 
of tissue averted by the avoidance of irri- 
tation and impatience. The automatic 
system is a success, according to the 
electricians, and the subscriber who uses 
it cannot fail to be reminded of the pop- 
ular ballad in which the innocent child 
at the instrument asks ‘‘ Central” to 
“Give me Heaven.” In this instance he 
helps himself. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

— By acquiring the ownership and un- 
dertaking the management of The New 
York Daily News, Mr. FRANK A. MUNSEY 
has entered a field where there will be adg- 
quate room for the display of all his enter- 
prise and energy, and those who have noted 
the methods which have characterized and 
the motives which have inspired his mar- 
velously successful career as the publisher 
of the magazine which bears his name, will 
accept with confidence his promise, made 
yesterday in The News, that under his con- 
trol the paper will be honest, fearless, and 
fair. His resources are sufficient for the 
accomplishment of the large task which he 
has set for himself, which is to make ‘a 
bright, clean, well-written, well-printed 
newspaper,’’ and. as there is no reason, or 
even excuse, for apprehending any mis- 
takes on his part as to the only kind of 
journalistic success that is worth achieving, 
his. hopes of building up a great circulation 
wiil arouse no fears as to the moral qual- 
ity of the foundation on which he expects 
to raise it. In days not very remote The 
News counted its readers by an enviable 
number of thousands, but it never had a 
commensurate influence because its merits 
were such as to appeal only to a fraction of 
the metropolitan population which, while 
large, was somewhat sharply set apart 
from the rest. Mr. Munsry undoubtedly 
will seek, and in all probability will attain, 
a wider interest in his paper by extending 
the scope of its own attention until it covers 
all phases of intelligence and activity. THe 
TIMES welcomes such rivalry as it expects 
Mr. MuNsEy to create, for we believe that 
the more good newspapers there are, the 
better it is for—good newspapers. 


—Of all the curious proceedings that 
have won our attention for some time past, 
by far the most curious is the appeal just 
made to the Secretary of the Navy by Ad- 
miral TAYLOR for permission to refuse to 
answer an inquiry, addressed to him from 
the office of a weekly paper, as to whether 
or not he had read the proofs of the egregi- 
ous MACLAY’s so-called history. Of course 
the Admiral knew perfectly well that he 
could give or withhold the desired informa- 
tion without asking the consent of any- 
body on earth, and the question therefore 
arises: Why did he do it? It needs only a 
little consideration to reach the conclusion 
that what the Admiral wanted was not an 
official authorization to keep silent him- 
self on the point in doubt, but the issuance 
by the Secretary of a general order for- 
bidding all naval officers from making any 
reply whatever to the inquiry of the civil- 
ian editor. Naturally enough, he had no 
fear that the officers who did read those 
shameful proofs, and so, in a way and to a 
degree, became responsible for the malig- 
nant calumnies the proofs contained, would 
admit what they had done, but it is at 
least conceivable that he apprehended the 
discovery of the personality of the proof- 
readers by a process of elimination. For, 
after all the officers who could deny it 
had done so, those who could not would 
—well, something approaching definite 
knowledge would have been attained. If 
the Admiral’s strange request had any 
other object than to prevent the attain- 
ment of this knowledge, we cannot imagine 
what the other object was. Secretary 
LonGc, we note with amused approval, did 
not fall into the little trap, if there was a 
trap, but with a curt and chilling propriety 
that does credit to his New England train- 
ing, replied: ‘‘ The Department is ,aware 
of no reason why you are required to 
answer the interrogatories put to you,” 
The Admiral’s request for an expression 
of opinion in regard to officers who might 
desire to answer the interrogatories was 
quietly ignored. The episode is a most 
strange one, and, as it turned out, a very 
funny one as well. 


——An irreverent and therefore highly 
reprehensible sprightliness is displayed by 
the London correspondent of The New 
York Medical News in the course of a de- 
nial that there is anything serious the mat- 
ter with King Epwarp. The rumors about 
a grave affection of the throat—about :an- 
cer, that is—the correspondent declares to 
be quite without foundation, other than 
false deductions from peculiarities which 
he thus describes: ‘‘ The fact is that King 
EDWARD has all his life spoken as if he 
had a plum in his mouth. Like all his fam- 
ily he speaks with a thick guttural voice 
and a German accent, which people who 
wish to be thought fashionable try to imi- 
tate, to the grievous discomfort of English- 
men who like to hear their mother tongue 
spoken as it should be.’’ Then follows a 
passage that would have enabled the writer 
of the article to study prison life from the 
inside if it had been penned in Germany, 
where royalty is sensitive. ‘The royal 
voice,” the medical iconoclast declares, 
‘*has with the advance of age acquired a 
huskiness akin to that noted by the Lord 
Chief Justice in Falstaff, who attributed 
it to holloving and singing of anthems.’ I 
do not know whether our gracious sover- 
eign is much given to the singing of an- 
thems, but he is of full habit and bears 
about him the signs of a long perseverance 
in good living.’’ After which unseemly 
jest the jester turns serious and asserts 
that nothing worse than occasional at- 
tacks of pharyngitis, due to excessive 
smoking, have as yet troubled/the amiable 
King. That is good news, not least good 
for those who smile most broadly at the 
reference to ‘‘ hollooing and singing of an- 
thems.”’ 


——That a man should get up before a 
New York audience and gravely assert 
that British troops have used Boer women 
nd children as shields when advancing to 
attack Boer soldiers is a fact highly 
interesting in itself, not, of course, as giv- 
ing information es to what is happening 
in South Africa, but as revealing the pecu- 
liar mental make-up of the person who said 
it, and so throwing a side light on the 
character of the people with whom the 
British forces are in conflict. We have no 
reason to suspect the Rev. Mr. VAN 
BROEKHUIZEN of an intention to deceive. 
In all probability he believes what he says, 
and is incapable of realizing how utterly 
impossible it will be to convince any sane

and unprejudiced American that his charge 
is true. There are the best of reasons 
why those of us who are familiar with 
our own early history should admit that 
on oeeasion British soldiers and British 
officers, when engaged in war, can do very 
terrible things, but we also know that 
times have changed and that such a crime 
as that rehearsed by the clergyman from 
Pretoria simply could not have been com- 
mitted. He is wasting his time over here, 
and those who sent him make a mistake 
in their selection of a representative. 


WOMEN AND MARRIAGE.

It is a favorite trick with that type of 
clergyman whom you aptly styled “ yel- 
low’ to have a fling at the women when 
other topics fail to draw a crowd. Women 
have borne with this kind of insults, and 
have submitted to be lectured from the 
pulpit upon their duties as women with a 
patience worthy of a better cause. Isn't 
it about time that these pulpit busybodies 
learned a little of that modesty and decency 
they are so fond of prating about? What 
do they know about our motives when mar- 
rying or not marrying? 

We are tired of being instructed by. men 
about our duties as mothers, and the ef-

It 
is among these poor women, prematurely 
and weakened by toil and too tre- 
quent child-bearing,, that will be found 
those devoted to itust and pleasure, but 
it is the lust and pleasure of the men, 
not their own. They are but victims of 
that savage creed which subjugates a wo- 
man to her husband's desires, even though 
her pain-racked body cry out in protest. 

In George Moore's _ story,  Wisther 
Waters,’’ the terrible slavery of Esther's 


poor mother, dying at last with her eighth‘ 


child, while her brutal husband spends in 
drunken revelry the money earned by his 
older children, arouses hot indignation that 
such outrages are possible, such bestiality 
tolerated under the cloak of marriage in 
this so-called civilized age! 

That man is of coarse mold who values 
woman chiefly” for her usefulness as a 
drudge, or her capacity as a breeder of 
human beings. Have we no use for lite 
except to pass it on? 

The reverend gentlemen who 
rolific woman as the highest type 
ave no difficulty in finding plenty of 
them in the slums.

s society the better for its brood of 
decadent weaklings? Better let the type 
die out than for women to lend themselves 
to perpetuating a race of aimless, vapid 
men, and weak, silly, nerveless women. 

Not more mothers, but better ones. Not 
less education for our women, but more, 
broad, thorough, and practical, is the need 
of the age. A race of highly developed 
women, cultured physically as well as 
mentally, will be a race of strong women, 
fit to produce a race of strong, pure, noble 
men.

THE BUILDING CODE 
VIOLATED, SAY LAWYERS 


Favoritism Charged in the Case of 
Broadway Skyscrapers. 


BUILDERS GRANTED EXEMPTION 


Non-Fireproof Material Reported to be 
Used in the Big Structures at Maiden 
Lane and at 23d Street. 


The Board of Building Commissioners, on 
Oct. 14 last, granted to the builders of the 
skyscrapers at Broadway and Maiden Lane 


and at Broadway and Twenty-third Street | 


exemption from compliance with the pro- 
visions of Section 105 of the Building Code. 
This section requires that in all structures 
over 150 feet,in height all materials used 
in construction shall be fireproof, of metal 
or metal-covered wood. 

The granting of this permit stirred up 
the builders and architects, who determined 
to find out if wholesale the 
Building Code were being permitted. The 
law firm Gilbert & Mayer, of which 
Julius M, Mayer is the senior member, has 
been conducting the Mr. 
Mayer was for several years counsel to the 
3uilding Department. When seen last 
evening A. S. Gilbert said: 

**It is true that our firm has been con- 
ducting an investigation of the affairs of 
the Building Department.

Street. I find that the Board of Build- 


ings assumed to grant to certain builders 
exemptions from the requirements of the 
law. 

‘The Board of Buildings has no right to 
grant such exemptions, and they plainly 
exceeded their authority in doing so., The 
only power that the Board of buildings 
has in the Borough of Manhattan and the 
Bronx is defined in Section ov of the 
charter. This section provides that the 
Commissioner of Buildings shall be em- 
powered, with the approval of the board, to 
vary or modify any rule, law, or ordinance 
relating to buildings only in case there 
are practical difficulties in the way of 
carrying out the strict letter of the law, so 
that the spirit of the law shall be observed 
and public safety, security, and substantial 
justice done. 

‘Neither in the papers 
Building Department nor as a matter of 
fact has it at any time been shown that 
there are such practical difficulties in the 
way of complying with the building laws 
on the structures referred to. Section 105 
was enacted for the purpose of using every 
possible precaution against and in the event 
of fire, and these exemptions allow the use 
of ordinary wood where either metal or 
fire-proof material should have been used. 
These builders have practically set aside 
certain provisions of the building laws. 

“The commission which prepared the 
Building Code felt that in order to make 
buildings as fire-proof as they should be 
made this law should be passed, and the 
presumption is that unless these require- 
ments are carried out the buildings are not 
as fireproof as they should be. 

‘Every other builder ot structures over 
150 feet in height has been compelled to 
comply with the provisions of Section 105 
of the code, and why this favoritism is 
shown is not apparent from a superficial 
examination of the records of the depart- 
ment.”’ 

An attempt was made in August last 
have an ordinance passed through 
Municipal Assembly annulling Section 105 
of the Building Code. The ordinance was 
proposed at a meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen and received the support of the 
Tammany members, who tried to rush the 
matter through. Alderman John Wirth of 
Brooklyn and Alderman MclInness, the Re- 
publican minority leader, attacked the pro- 
posed ordinance. After a bitter contest the 
Tammany men gave up the attempt to pass 
it, and the matter was referred to the 
Committee on Buildings to hold a public 
hearing. No attempt was made subsequent- 
ly to pass the ordinance. 

Mr. Gilbert claimed last night that after 
the failure to pass the amendment through 
the Municipal Assembly a ‘“ notice of vio- 
lation of the Building Code’’' was made 
to the Building Department on Aug. 29, 
on the structures referred to. The records 
of the department, according to Mr. Gilbert, 
show that on Oct. 14 an indorsement was 
put on the petition favorable to the build- 
ers. Soon after this ordinary wood was 
being used in construction.

ALTAR AND PULPIT 
MUST PAY DUTY. 


Parts of the Importations for Churches 
Regarded as the Work of Art- 


isang Wholly Liable. 

The protest of Charles R. Lamb against 
the levying of duty on parts of an altar im- 
ported by him on the steamship British 
King on Nov. 14, 1900, is overruled in a dee 
cision filed yesterday by the United States 
Board of General Appraisers. 

That they are works of art within the 
meaning of the law, which is the claim ree 
lied on by the importer to secure exemption 
from duty, is denied by General Appraiser 
Tichenor, who writes the opinion, notwith- 
standing Mr. Lamb’s assurance that the 
carvings were made by a French sculptor. 
The panels, he says, are merely ornamented 
with scroolwork and _ conventionalized 
flowers and leaves, and the other pieces of 
onyx or Caen stone were produced by 
skilled workmen, but not by an artist. 

“The photograph,’ whites Mr. Tichenor, 
* does not display anything to stir the emo- 
tions of people, nor does it indicate that an 


; artist has impressed his personality upon 


the work. nor that it embodies anything 
more than the mere labor of an artisan. 

‘We so find the facts, and hold that the 
articles are not works of art.”’ 

As to the contention that the importation 
was for presentation to a church, the board 
holds that ‘“‘ the law does not accord free 
entry to every article imported for pre- 
sentation to such a society.” 

Mr. Lamb, when seen at his place of 
business, 50 Carmine Street, said he did not 
recollect for what church this altar had 
been imported. 

The Board of Appraisers has also decided 
that parts of a memorial pulpit for Holy 
Trinity Church, Brooklyn, must pay duty 
at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem, as 
being the product of the work of an arti- 
san, while other parts, as works of art, are 
entered free. 

The importation was made on the West- 
erland July 11, 1899. In the opinion written 
by General Appraiser Tichenor, the pieces

to his When we reflect that 
York practically one-half popu- 
lated by Wuropeans, and that the other 
halt apt to regard foreign work with 
far more favor than native, on the general 
principles of tradition and imitation, it is 
hardly to be wondered at that the foreign 
portrait painter is in demand. Mr. A. 
Miiller-Ury cannot complain of neglect, for 
he still at work after all these years, 
painting away in the best of spirits and 
being patronized by plenty of persons who 
wish their effigies handed down to pos- 
terity. 

A likeness of the late President McKin- 
ley opens this little exhibition, rather pain- 
ful in its realism, for it shows him pale 
and stout, with dark rings round his eyes. 
He is seated at a desk and holds his hands 
if he were discussing something. A 
full-length portrait of Miss Pfizer follows. 
a slender lady in the character of an 
Ophelia among flowers, but not moved by 


any passion. Miss Stehli in a tremendous 
Gainsborough hat with ostrich feathers 
galore furnishes another full-length. <A 
head of little Miss Pratt is the next. All 
these portraits »are wrought with the most 
painstaking care, and, apparently, are like- 
nesses in every instance. Add to this a 
profile of the Hon. Chauncey Depew, which 
is also true to life, and we see that W. 
Miiller-Ury possesses the gift most val- 
ued by sitters, an ability to vie with the 
photograph in the accuracy with which he 
imitates nature. 

It can not be said of him, however, that 
he makes a portrait which stimulates the 
imagination or offers in itself a delight 
for the artistic sensibilities. He comes 
nearest to that in the full-length seated 
portrait of Mr. de Corti, in whom he has 
found a type that is rarely met with in 
the United States.

THE DUTY ON ORES. 


Perth Amboy Collector Sustained 
Against a Smelting Company. 


The United States Board of General Ap- 
praisers yesterday filed an opinion in the 
case of the protest of the Guggenheim 
Sme!ting Company of Perth Amboy against 
the decision of the Collector of Customs 
at that port. : 

The Collector held that under Section 29 
of the Tariff act of July 24, 1897, in the 
ease of ores'‘or metals in any crude form. 
imported into the United States for the 
purpose of being smelted in bond, 90 per 
cent. of the metals contained in the ores 
had to be exported to free the ores from 
duty, while the importers claimed that they 
had to export only 90 per cent. of the 
metals actually reduced by smelting or re- 
fining in order to have their bonds can- 
celed. 

The board, in an opinion written by Gen- 
eral Appraiser De Vries, sustains the Col- 
lector, holding that 9) per cent. of each of 
the metals determined by assay or other- 
wise to be contained in the crude bullion 
or ores prior to smelting or refining must 
be exported in order that the importers’ 
bond may be cancelled. 

“The purpose of the section,’’ says the 
opinion, ‘‘is to make due allowance for 
wastage in the smelting or refining pro- 
cesses and nothing further.”

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SEE LITTLE HOPE FOR 
REFORM IN CHINA 


Prince QOukhtomsky Fears New 
Outbreaks of Fanaticism. 


Rebellion Will Follow Knowledge of Ad- 
ditional Taxation, He Declares— 
Russia Will Keep Manchuria. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.—That the 
death of Li-Hung-Chang should be regard- 
ed as a loss to Russia is only natural, see- 
ing that Russia negotiated through him the 
Manchuria treaties. It is also looked upon 
here as a loss to China and the whole 
world. ; 

Prince Oukhtomsky, whose high social 
position and extensive knowledge of and 
excellent judgment about China are 
known, takes a particularly pessimistic 
view of the situation. In a conversation 
with the correspondent of The Associated 
Press he said: 

“The only man in China who could 
thought of as a real successor of Li-Hung- 
Chang is his son, Lord Li. The latter trav- 
eled with his father, is a well-informed 
man, and thoroughly appreciates China's 
position. He spent some time in the United 
States, was Minister to Japan, is a cultured 
man, and a man of good judgment. Un- 
fortunately he must mourn his father for 


three years. It is out of the question that 
he could have any influence on public atf- 
fairs during that time. Besides, he is al- 
most too modern to be trusted by the people 
now in power, 

I know no other person now in public 
life in China who has the necessary knowl- 
edge and ability to direct affairs during the 
reconstructive period. The other Viceroys, 
however friendiy to foreigners, are abso- 
lutely stupid and helpless in comparison. 

**] fear very much that there will be new 
outbreaks of fanaticism a. d turbulence be- 
fore long. The moment the people become 
aware of the additional! taxation there is 
a likelihood of rebeilion. 

“The first effect of Earl Li's death will 
be the complete cessation of negotiations 
for the transfer of Manchuria ‘to the 
Chinese Government. There is no help for 
it. Russia must keep Manchuria. I have 
always been against the retention of this 
great province, as it would be a burden to 
Russia, but now there is no other course 
open. No other Chinaman except Li-Hung- 
Chang had any appreciation of the situa- 
tion. They want us to leave, but they do 
not realize the conditions under which this 
would be possible. They are incapable of 
discussing the question intelligentiy. Rus- 
sia, of course, cannot, after employing an 
army of 200,000 men in pacifying the coun- 
try, again give the Chinese an opportunity 
to tear up the rails. 

“The prospects for reform and the eco- 
nomic development of the Chinese Empire 
are small indeed. I do not believe any cap- 
italisis will be found for many years for 
new undertakings. A railway that must be 
guarded by an army is searcely a paying 
property. 

**] frankly admit that I am a pessimist 
regarding China. The men who might be 
expected to contribute by their knowledge 
and experience to the enlightened conduct 
of affairs such as Wu-Ting-Fang and the 
ex-Minister to London, will not receive 
posts of influence. The latter has, in fact, 
been ordered to reside in an obscure vil- 
lage.”’ 


Chinese Monument to Mr. McKinley. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The State De- 
partment has received a report from the 
Consul General at Shanghai stating that 
the guilds of silk, tea, and cotton piec 
goods dealers have contributed of their 
own initiative to a fund to erect a monu- 
ment in Shanghai to President McKinley. 
They announce that they are doing this to 
show their appreciation of the man and of 
his attitude toward China. 


LABORI AND REINACH QUARREL? 


Maitre Labori Will Not Represent M. 
Reinach in the Henry Case. 


PARIS, Nov. 28.—The suit by which Mme. 
Henry, widow of Col. Henry, who com- 
mitted suicide as a result of the Dreyfus 
investigations, and her son are seeking to 
recover 200,000f. damages from Joseph 
Reinach, the Dreyfus supporter, and the 
newspaper the Siécle, was called yesterday. 

Maitre Labori, counsel for M. Reinach, 
announced in court that the latter, for per- 
sonal feasons not connected with this case 
nor for any reason ey out of the 
Dreyfus affair, had asked to he 
returned to him. Consequently, as he no 
longer represented M. Reinach, Maitre 
Labori asked that the case be postponed. 

Maitre Labori expressly made clear that 
it was entirely upon M. Reinach’s initia- 
tive, and not upon his own, that his con- 
nection with the case ceased, 

The case was postponed for two weeks. 

The Paris papers yesterday afternoon 
made no comment upon the return of the 
brief by Maitre Labori, and contained no 
suggestion that the matter had any politi- 
cal significance. 

A rson wh»? is in a position to know 
the facts of the case, stated last evening 
that the disagreement between Maitre La- 
bori and M. einach dated from the trial 
of Dreyfus at Rennes, At that time, accord- 
ing to.the informant, Maitre Labori as- 
serted that M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the Pre- 
mier, had prevented the acquittal of Drey- 
fus, or at least had not done enough to 
make his acquittal certain. At that time, 
and ever since, M, Reinach was a warm 
friend and supporter of M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau. 

In an article in the November number of 
the Grande Revue, and more recently in a 
lecture along the same lines, Maitre Labori 
criticised the Government and advocated 
the formation_of a new political party op- 
posed to the Government and to be known 
as the “ Party of Honest People.’’ Maitre 
Labori is to be the candidate of the Oppo- 
sition at Fontainebleau at the next Parlia- 
mentary general election, which will be 
held ir May. All this has been distasteful 
to M. Reinach, and probably constituted 
his reasons for taking out of the hands of 
Maitre Labori a case in which the latter 
would have an opportunity to air his po- 
litical opinions.

Referring the United 
Lansdowne said: ‘' We desire 
the most cordial relations with the United 
States,’ and he added that he was sure

water. 

‘Like our brothers across the 
said Lord Lansdowne, *‘ we regard the dis- 
tinguished man who has succeeded to thie 
Presidency of the United States the friend- 
liest predisposition.”’ 

With reference to the isthmian canal ne- 
gotiations, the Secretary expressed himself 
as happy to be able to say that a new 
chapter had been opened. Both Govern-

CLEMENT STUDEBAKER DEAD. 


He Was Not Only Well Known as a 
Wagonmaker, but Was Prominent 
in Public Life. , 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 27.—Clement 
Studebaker died at 11:55 o’clock to-day, 
with many of his relatives at his bedside. 
He was unconscious to the end, The 
funeral will be held on Saturday afternoon. 


Clement Studebaker was born on March 
12, 1831, in Adams County, Pennsylvania, 
about seven miles from the scene of the 
battle of Gettysburg. His father, of Ger- 
man parentage, was born in this country 
and was a wagon maker. In 1818 he made 
the first Studebaker wagon, of the same 
pattern that developed under his sons a 
great industry. When Clement was four 
years of age the family moved to Ashland 
County, Ohio. Financial reverses had over- 
taken them, and the new home was a cross- 
roads smithy, where horse shoeing was the 
mainstay and occasional wagon making a 
great event. 

In the Winter Clement attended school, 
until he was fourteen years old. Then he 
engaged to work on a farm at $2 a month, 
but not liking this he apprenticed himself 
to his father to learn wagon making. At 
the age of twenty he determined to go 
West, and went as far as South Bend, 
Ind., where for a time he taught school, 
studying in the evening, that he might 
teach in the daytime. He considered this 
experience as the most valuable of his life. 

After giving up teaching he engaged 
with his elder brother, Henry, also a wagon 
maker by trade, in their original business. 
They opened a shop in South Bend in 1852 
under the firm name of H. & C, Stude- 

iker, with a combined capital of $68. In 
1858 J. M. Studebaker bought out his 
brother Henry, who retired to a farm. In 
1864 Peter E. Studebaker was admitted to 
partnership. 

The business was incorporated in_ 1868 
and Clement Studebaker was made Presi- 
dent. He was during his life a delegate to 
several Republican National Conventions, 
Commissioner to the Paris Exposition, 
member of the Pan-American Congress, 
and President of the Chautauqua Assembly 
of New York. He was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Since the foundation of the Carriage Build- 
ers’ National Association he had been a 
leading member, having been at one time 
its President. He was also a member of 
the Board of Trustees of Depauw Uni- 
versity at Greencastle, Ind. 


EX-GOV. D. H. WAITE DEAD. 


He Was Populist Executive of Colorado 
in 1893-4—A Native of This State. 


ASPEN, Col., Nov. 27.—Ex-Governor 
Davis H. Waite of Colorado dropped dead 
here at 9 o’clock this morning. He had 
been in good health, and it believed 
that the cause of death was heart disease. 
He was peeling an apple when he suddenly 
fell to the floor and died without a word. 


Ex-Governor Waite was born in James- 
town, this State, seventy-six years ago. 
He led a picturesque life in many places. 
After a village school and academic edu- 
cation, he studied law. He emigrated to 
Wisconsin in 1850, and made his home 
there for a number of years, becoming a 
member of the State Legislature. Going 
to Missouri in 1859, he taught school for 
two years. In 1861 he returned to James- 
town, where he edited the Chautauqua Dem- 
ocrat, a Republican newspaper, for a time, 
and later purchased the Jamestewn Jour- 
nal, which he published until 1876, when 
he emigrated to Larned, Kansas. 

Here he practiced law and conducted a 
ranch for three years, during one of which 
he was a member of the Kansas Legis- 
In 1879 he went to Leadville, Col., 
he practiced law for two years. 
From Leadville he moved to Aspen, which 
was his home during the rest of his life. 
There he again took up the practice of 
law, and edited the Union Era, a reform 
paper. He was one of the organizers of 
the People’s Party, and became a radical 
Populist. He was elected Governor of Col- 
orado in 1892, but was defeated for re- 
election two years later. 

By a spirited political utterance while 
Governor, he earned. the sobriquet of 
‘Bloody Bridles’’ Waite, wh'ch clung to 
him all his life. His administration was 
tempestuous. Twice he called out the 
State militia, the first time to maintain 
order in Cripple Creek during the miners’ 
strike, and then to seat his appointees on 
the Denver Fire and Police Board.

Capt. James W. Porter. 


Capt. James W. Porter, who died at the 
Hotel Manhattan yesterday, was born in 
this city seventy-two years ago. He went 
to Sewickley, Penn., in 1840 and engaged in 
the river business. He was the owner of 
several boats at one time, being well known 
among the old river men of the Pittsburg 
district. When the civil war broke out 
several of Capt. Porter’s boats were used 
in transporting Union soldiers to Southern 
ports, : 

Capt. Porter, although not enlisted, ac- 
companied the soldiers on the boats. After 
the war he returned to Sewickley and en- 
gaged in the oil business. Later he became 
a broker, dealing in pig iron and the fin- 
ished product, but in 1879 he sold out this 
business, becoming President of the Car- 
roll Porter Boiler Company in_ 1889. In 
1865 Capt. Porter was married to Miss 
Martha L. Ebbett of Sewickley. 

The deceased was a prominent member of 
the Sewickley Presbterian congregation and 
also a member of the Edgeworth Club of 
Sewickley. Mrs. Porter died several years 
ago. The surviving children are John L. 
Porter, William Porter, and the Misses 
Mary, Cree, and Martha Porter, all of 
Sewickley. 


Arthur E. Farrier. 


Arthur E. Farrier died at Christ Hospital, 
Jersey City, yesterday after an operation 
for appendicitis. He was twenty-six years 
old and was Auditor of the Hudson County 
Nationa] Bank. He was also President of 


the Hudson County Christian Endeavor 
Union. 

He was the youngest son of Henry E. 
Farrier, Chief of the Fire Department, who 
was, killed by an explosion during a fire in

ICE ON STATE CANALS. 


An Inch and a Half Thick on the Erie— 
Channels Kept Open. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 27.—Col. Partridge, 
Superintendent of Public Works, received 
reports from different points on the canal 
as to the condition of navigation as af- 
fected by the cold wave. Reports received 
at noon indicated that ice to the extent of 
about an inch and a half had formed at 
nearly all points on the Erie and Cham- 
plain Canals, and that even thick ice had 
formed on the Black River and Oswego 
canals, 

As soon as ice began to form all of the 
ice breakers, tugs, scows, and other State 
boats were placed in commission, and they 
have since been working night and day to 
keep the channel open. They have suc- 
ceeded so well that most of the boats are 
moving. The canals officially close at 
midnight Saturday night, and it is hoped 
by Col. Partridge that, in spite of the 
severity of the weather, all boats now 
traveling will be enabled to reach their 
destinations. 


Ice Troubles Erie Canalboats. 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Nov. 27.—Thirty 
loaded boats bound east on Section 3 of 
the Erie Canal are having great trouble 
with ice. Superintendent Cohen has two 
ice breakers at work trying to get them 
through. Some are loaded with potatoes 
and other perishable freight. It is thought, 
however, that all of them will get through 
to tidewater.

COTTON CROP ESTIMATES.

{RON AND STEEL PROSPERITY. 


Discussing the remarkable and prosperous 
condigion of the iron and steel trades, The 
Irca Age will to-day say that nothing has 
occurred to indicate any danger of an early 
subsidence of the great activity which 
characterizes the iron and steel trades. Not 
cniy are more iron and steel now being 
made and consumed in the United States 
than at any previous time in the history 
of this or any other country, but members 
of, the trade are beginning to prophesy a 
still larger business the coming year. The 
full capacity of the blast furnaces and 
steel works completed and in process of 
erection seems to be imperatively needed 
to meet the requirements of the country ior 
the greater part of the first six months of 
1902. This is as far as ordinary human fore- 
sight can carry prognostications as to busi- 
ness. It is seldom that indications for an 
approaching year point so _ strongly to 
heavy trade as at the present time. Many 
branches of business report an unusual 
number of inquiries now coming up rela- 
tive to material for projected improve- 


ments. It might be assumed, in view of 
tne occurrences of the past two years, that 
the expansion in the American iron trade 
had reached its culmination, but so far no 
evidence can be seen pointing to such a 
ecenclusion. Further, The Iron Age says: 

An active condition of business continues to be 
reported in pig iron, and stocks at furnaces 
are known to be steadily diminishing. The fur- 
nace companies are handling their business 
conservatively, and while they have made some 
slight advances, are disposed to discourage any- 
thing which might lead to speculation. This 
seems to be a proper.poliay, and ts also being 
pursued by manufacturers of billets and other 
steel products. The scarcity in steel continues, 
and undoubtedly a sharp advance could easily 
be sustained if manufacturers felt disposed to 
mark up their prices. Steelmakers who for any 
reason have some for sale find it greedily 
Snapped up. More business has been done in 
foreign billets for importation. 

While manufacturing establishments are trying 
to break records in endeavoring to meet the 
demands of the trade, harassed by ex- 
asperating occurrences, which interfere with 
satisfactory operations. The coke situation has 
not improved as it should have done by this 
time, and blast furnaces are still being crippled 
by inability to secure fuel, a rather critical 
condition of affairs being reported from Chi- 
cago, where four furnaces are idle on this ac- 
count, just when their production is greatly 
needed. 

The scrap situation is attracting a great deal 
of interest. The rolling mills on the one side 
and the dealers on the other appear to be ar- 
ranging their forees for a contest in which 
pariles endeavoring to control the trade in 
their special interests. The situation is shrouded 
in mystery, but it is expected that developments 
will shortly be made as the result of meetings 
which are taking place.

The Citizens’ Union, Mr. 
terday, has already succeeded in obtaining 
two indictments in election law violation 
cases. One the men indicted is known 
to the ploice as Shea McCormick, alias 
Welch. McCormick attempted to vote on 
the name of William Krimlet of 508 West 
Fitty-third Street. When he gave the name 
ot William Krimiet in the poll of the 
Bighth Election District of the Seventeenth 
Assembly District, he was challenged. 
While the dispute over right to vote 
was in progress the real Krimlet en- 
tered the poll. Both men were taken to 
the police station. The real Mr. Krimlet 
succeeded in establishing his identity and 
was allowed to go, and 
locked up. Upon a preliminary 
fore Justice Brann he was held in the 
sum of $2,000. The case against him will 
be vigorously prosecuted. Mr. Kelly says 
he has seven witnesses in this case, 

An indictment has also been returned 
against Irving O'Donnell, who lives on 
Third Avenue, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth Streets. O'Donnell is charged 
with voting at the poll at 248 Bowery under 
the name of Frederick Hawkins. An hour 
later he is alleged to have voted under the 
name of Thomas A. McDonald. The Citi- 
zens’ Union watchers recognized him when 
he entered the poll the second time, but 
did not make any protest, being intimidated 
by the assaults made earlier in the day 
upon the Republican Captain, Gersen, and 
the Citizens’ Union Captain, Lovejoy. Ger- 
sen was so badly beaten that he is not 
yet able to leave his bed. Lovejoy was also 
seriously hurt. 

When the polls had closed the Citizens’ 
Union men gave information about O’Don- 
nell’s alleged action to the officials at the 
Citizens’ Union headquarters. O'Donnell 
was located by Superintendent McCullagh’'s 
deputies in McGurk’s Hall, where he is a 
waiter. He was arrested and held in $1,500 
bail by Judge Crane. His case was taken 
before the Grand Jury, and an indictment 
has now been returned against him. 

Another case which the Citizens’ Union 
is pushing is that of John J. Murray, who 
Was arrested for interfering with Mr. Kelly 
in the McCormick case and threatening 
to assault the deputy. 

One of the cases which has not been 
brought intc court by the union as yet, 
but in which evidence is now being gath- 
ered, relates to an incident which oc- 
curred at one of the poils in the Thirty- 
second Assembly District. Two police of- 
Ticers are likely to be indicted in connec- 
tion with a4his case, it is said, and the 
Board of Inspection may also, it is said, 
be involved. 

A man attempted to vote illegally, and 
when it was shown by the Citizens’ Union 
watchers that he had no right to vote, the 
two police officers on duty in the poll 
were ordered to arrest him. They did so, 
but just as they were leaving the voting 
place a crowd ef men came up and inter- 
fered with the officers. In the scuffle the 
prisener escaped. The rescuers also es- 
caped 

The Citizens’ Union men allege that there 
Was collusion between the police and some 
of the election officers on duty in the 
poll to let the prisoner get away. The 
man arrested, they say, had been seen all 
during the morning in the company of the 
Tammany district leader. 

At one of the polls in the Sixth Election 
District, the Citizens’ Union men charge, a 
policeman on duty in the poll ran things 
in a high-handed manner during the day, 
and when the polls had closed performed 
the duty of one of the inspectors. A case 
against this officer is now being prepared. 

Mr. Kelly said last evening that evidence 
upon which Col. Monroe was _§ satisfied 
convictions could be secured had been 
gathered in eight or ten cases. Some dif- 
ficulty in obtaining the necessary evidence 
has been experienced owing to the tndis- 
position of Citizens’ Union men cognizant 
of the facts to make affidavit to what 
they saw because of their fear that if 
they did so they would be waylaid by the 
eo of those against whom they testi- 

eda. 

“You can say,” said Mr. Kelly, “ that all 
the cases which we bring will be prosecuted 
vigorously to the end. It is the belief of 
the officers of the Citizens’ Union that a 
few convictions now will be worth many 
thousand votes to the Citizens’ Union cause 
in -the next campaign. When the toughs 
and hoodlums, who in the past have 
violated the election law with impunity, are 
made to realize that such actions mean 
sure punishment, they will hesitate in the 
Tuture before committing any offense which 
bring them within the pale of the 
aw.”’

MR. MUNSEY TALKS 
OF THE DAILY. NEWS. 


Says that “It Will Stand at Ali Times 
for the Best Interests of 
the People.” 


Frank A. Munsey, who purchased The 
New York Daily News, Tuesday, took 
fermal possession of the paper and plant 
vesterday. Mr. Munsey a number of years 
ago, on entering the field of magazine 
publication, made a radical and successful 
departure from beaten paths. He says 
that at present, at least, he plans no 
striking innovations in the field of news- 
paper making. 

When seen at his office, 111 Fifth Ave- 
nue, yesterday afternoon by a NEW YORK 
TIMES reporter, Mr. Munsey said: 

‘“‘Having had control of The Daily News 
but a few hours, my detailed plans are 
as yet largely in embryo. First of all, I 
must secure the men and mechanical facil- 
ities for getting out a first-rate newspaper. 
At present it has, of course, but the 
shadow of a plant, and the shadow of an 
editorial force. My first step will be to 
acquire new presses, new type, and, most 
of all, editors and writers capable of the 
best possible newspaper production. 

“My aim is to establish a first-rate 
newspaper, both in quality and quantity. 
The paper will be designed for the masses 
of the people. Above all The Daily News 
will be absolutely accurate, it will con- 
tain no fakes, and a strenuous effort will 
be to establish for it a reputation for re- 
liability. It will be a serious newspaper. 
By that, 1 do not mean that it will be 
stupid or dull, but that it will not be flip- 
pant or frivolous. The day of the so-called 
‘yellow’ newspaper has passed. 

‘My aim will be to photograph the hap- 
penings of the day and to give the news 
without padding, and in the most concise 
form.” By conciseness and brevity Mr. 
Munsey said, he did not mean to indicate 
an intention to imitate the so-called ‘ tab- 
loid *’ journalism, and said that he believed 
that the present general size and form of 
newspapers are most acceptable to the ma- 
jority of readers. 

“The Daily News will be run aggressive- 
ly,’ continued Mr. Munsey, ‘‘ and will not 
be stinted for want of capital. I shall 
publish it in connection with The Wash- 
ington Times, which I purchased a short 
time ago, and [ may acquire other papers 
to be run with these under my general 
management along uniform lines. I have 
not yet decided whether or not The Daily 
News will be illustrated.” 

‘* What will be the politics of The News, 
Republican, Democratic, or independent?” 
Was asked. 

‘““T do not care to make 
on that point, save what is contained in 
my formal announcement in _ to-day’s 
News,’’ said Mr. Munsey. In the announce- 
ment the following statements are the only 
ones throwing light on the future political 
policy of the paper: ‘‘I shall take up this 
new work with an intention of making The 
News a paper that shall stand, at all 
times, for the best interests of the people 
all the people. It will be honest, it will 
be fearless, it will be fair.”’ 

There is considerable speculation in po- 
litical circles as to the attitude of The 
News under Mr. Munsey’s proprietorship. 
For more than a generation it has been 
stanehly Democratic in State and National 
pelitics, and an unswerving champion of 
Tammany Hall in local elections.

Hallenbeck’s Wife and Partner 
Want the Cash Which Is in 
a Vault. 


A vault of the Fifth Avenue Safe Deposit 
Company contains the fortune left by Al- 
fred Hallenbeck, who called himself the 
‘““honest gambler,’ and who up to the time 
of his death on Feb. last kept a 
gambling house at 107 West Forty-fifth 
Street. The vault will be opened for the 
first time since Mr. Hallenbeck’s death 
to-morrow pursuant to an order signed by 
Justice Clarke in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday. 

There is a dispute as to the exact amount 
of money contained in the vault, and also 
as to the rightful ownership of it, between 
Owen S. Parr, who alleges that he was a 
partner of Hallenbeck’s, and Mrs. Hallen- 
beck, the widow. Parr says that there is 
$21,000 in the vault. The widow asserts 
that there is at least $60,000 in it. Parr 
claims 10 per cent. of the contents, what- 
ever it amounts to, on the ground that 
Mr. Hallenbeck made him a present of that 
portion of the money before his death. He 
says that the gift was simply a generous 
act on the part of the gambler made 
spontaneously and not prompted by any 
sordid consideration. The widow asserts 
that Mr. Parr must have dreamed of the 
gift, as her husband had never spoken 
to her about it. 

Shortly after the gambler’s death Mrs. 
Hallenbeck went to the safe deposit com- 
pany and asked to be allowed to open the 
vault, but Parr had forestalled her by 
serving a notice on the company not to 
allow the vault to be opened until his 
rights in the matter were adjudicated. The 
widow then secured as her counsel Howe 
& Hummel, who obtained an order from 
Justice Gildersleeve appointing James J. 
Nealis as referee to take Mr. Parr’s and 
other witnesses’ testimony as a preliminary 
step to bringing an action against him. 

At the hearing before the referee, how- 
ever, no evidence was adduced of a char- 
acter sufficient to base a complaint upon, 
and it was finally decided to open the 
vault and examine its contents, in the hope 
of throwing a little ight on the matter. 
Both parties interested and their respective 
counsel will be present at the opening of 
the safe. 


WOMAN FRIGHTENED CLERKS. 


Her Husband Had Smallpox and She 
Called at the Mayor’s Office in 
Jersey City. 


A middle-aged woman, apparently in great 
distress, created a sensation in the City 
Hall, Jersey City, yesterday. She rushed 
into the Mayor’s office, and when told the 
Mayor was not in seemed so disappointed 
that Peter Golaen, a clerk, said: 

“Can I do anything for you?”’ 

“T don’t know.”’ said the woman; ‘‘ may- 
be you could. My husband has lost his 
work. I have five children to support, and 
when I asked Poormaster Hewitt for help 


he gave me fifty cents. Just think of that 
—fifty cents to feed seven hungry mouths.” 

‘Too bad! too bad!”"’ said Golden, sympa- 
thetically. ‘*‘ But how did your husband 
come to lose his situation? ”’ 

“By no fault of his own, you may be 
sure,”’ said the woman. “He was dis- 
charged just because there happens to be 
a case of smallpox in the house.”’ 

That dispelled Mr. Golden’s sympathy. 
He hurried the woman out of the City Hall 
without waiting for further particulars, 
As the woman went down the steps he told 
her to call the Mayor up on the telephone. 
When Mayor Hoos arrived he said the 
woman had called at his house, and that 
he had arranged with Poormaster Hewitt 
to provide for her family until the Board 
of Health raised the embargo from the 
house in which she lives. He said he had 
no fear of the disease, and advised his 
clerks to show a little more courage if 
other visitors from quarantined houses hap- 
pened to call. 


PUBLIC HEARING ON STREETS. 


Board of Improvement to Listen to Ob- 
jections on Widenings. 


The Board of Public Improvements at the 
meeting yesterday considered the proposed 
map for the laying out of streets in the 
Bronx District east of the Bronx River. 
Controller-elect Grout objected to its adop- 


tion on the ground that there was a ques- 
tion whether too many 100-foot streets had 
not been provided for. Mr. Grout was ap- 
pointed on the committee to investigate the 
proposed map and report at the meeting 
next Wednesday. 

A renvort of the engineers of the East 
River Bridge was read recommending the 
widening of Delancey Street to the Bowery.

| DETECTIVE SERGEANTS

AND MR. MURPHY 


Revised Charter Defines His Power 
of Appointment and Removal. 


Does Not Give Him Right to Name New 
Men and Prevents Reducing the Old 
Ones Except as Provided by Law. 


Gossip in regard to appointments of 
policemen as Detective Sergeants by Com- 
missioner Murphy has failed to consider 
the status of District Sergeants and the 
provision of the Revised Charter in regard 
to them, which goes into.effect Jan. 1, 
1902. That status is made plain by Section 
290, of Chapter 466 of the Laws of 1901, 
the Act to amend the Greater New York 
Charter, as follows: 

Central Office Bureau of Detectives: The 
Police Commissioner shall maintain a bureau 
Which shall be called the Central Office Bureau 
of Detectives, and shall select and appoint to 
perform detective duty therein from the patrol- 
men or Roundsmen as many detectives as the 
sald Commissioner may from time to time de- 
termine necessary to make that bureau effi- 
cient. The patrolmen or Roundsmen so selected 
and appointed, and the patrolmen or Roundsmen 
heretofore selected, appointed, or assigned to per- 
form detective duty in the detective bureau, or 
ihn what is known as the Headquarters squad, 
and who were acting in said. bureau or squad on 
the first day of April, 1901, shall be known as 
Detective Sergeants, shall act as such in said 
bureau, and shall hold the same rank, and shall 
be eligible for promotion in the entire police 
force in the city under the same rules and con- 
ditions applicable to the promotion of all other 
Sergeants of police in said city, and shall not be 
reduced in rank or salary, except in the manner 
provided by law for Sergeants and other officers 
of the police force, These patrolmen or Rounds- 
men known as Detective Sergeants on the first 
day of April, 1901, as aforesaid, in the detective 
Bureau, shall have the power to draw and be 
paid the same pay as other Sergeants of police. 
Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
authorize the Police Commissioner to appoint 
any additional patrolmen in place of said De- 
tective Sergeants. 

The act further provides that there shall 
be detective headquarters in Manhattan 
and Brooklyn, and that such may be main- 
tained at the Police Headquarters in the 
other bureaus. 

The law pleases the seventy-five detective 
officers, drawing $1,400 a year, who were 
of the Headquarters squad April 1 last. 
They draw no more pay until Jan. 1 next, 
when they become full-fledged Detective 
Sergeants at $2,000 a year and eligible for 
promotion to Captaincies, provided they 
pass the civil service mental and physical 
examinations, The Detective Sergeants 
who are on the force Jan. 1, 1902, will be 
in the same position, but until that date 
is reached they are, as they have been, 
liable to be reduced in grade and salary. 
After that, as will be the others, they 
are safe in their positions and pay unless 
removed on charges. Of-the seventy-five 
detective officers who were on the Head- 
quarters squad April 1 last, one has died, 
so that only seventy-four will be full Ser- 
geants after the expiration of the year. 

Commissioner Murphy came into office 
April 22 last, when there were fifty-nine 
Detective Sergeants in Manhattan, and 
forty-seven in Brooklyn, or 106 in all. Col. 
Murphy was not slow to see the advantages 
of the new law in circumventing the civil 
service by creating Sergeants without com- 
petitive examination, and he found pat- 
ronage for Tammany Hall by appointing 
to date fifty-four Detective Sergeants, of 
whom there are now all told 156. The 
Detective Sergeants appointed by Col. 
Murphy are:

MAY RECOVER SOMETHING. 


Banks and Trust Companies Restrained 
from Paying Out Any of the 
Concern’s Funds. 


The victims of the Mackey Investment 
Company and C. E. Mackey & Co. may re- 
cover a portion of their losses. Judge 
Adams of the United States District Court 
signed an order yesterday restraining every 
bank and trust company within the juris- 
diction of the court from paying out or 
transferring any funds belonging to the 
above mentioned concerns. The order also 
ties up the accounts of the following per- 
sons, all of whom, according to evidence 
offered, are concerned in the business; OQ. 
F. Maleolm, ‘‘ Jane’’ Malcolm, S. A. Dillon, 
John Battershall, Samuel Slosson, Miss Iso- 
doro L. Bowen, William Longfield, W. W. 
Charles, G. M. Eberman and Jane Eber- 
man, Richard Ellis, William E. Schafer, E, 
H, Simonds, Charles Weinman and wife, 
Charles W. Clark, George Mason, Frank E. 
Creighton, George A. Moore, “ Richard” 
Singer, ‘‘ Richard” Brink, ‘ Richard”’ 
Paige, and L. Manning. 

It has been ascertained that money be- 


longing directly and indirectly to the Mace 
key concerns is deposited in these banks: 
First National Bank of Jersey City, the 
Hanover National Bank, the Park National 
Bank, the Bowling Green Trust Company, 
and the National Bank of Commerce, which 
are named‘specifically, and all other banks 
and trust companies are included for the 
purpose of tying up moneys not as yet lo- 
cated. This practically ties up all the funds 
of the ex-banking house — such as has 
been actually taken out of the jurisdiction 
of the court, 

It is estimated by Messrs. Belfer and 
Flash, who secured the injunction, that 
duped investors contributed $400,000 to the 
affair, and that of this amount about $250,- 
0QO will be secured for the creditors, Six 
hundred or 700 claims, running from $1,00y 
to $15,000, have already been made and are 
still coming in. 

Messrs. Belfer and Flash applied yester- 
day to Judge Adams for an order restrain- 
ing express companies and Post Offices in 
New York and Jersey City from delivering 
mail matter addressed to either C. E. Mac- 
key & Co, or the Mackey Investment Com- 
pany. A fraud order was issued some time 
ago by the Post Office Department prevent- 
ing such delivery, and a peculiar feature of 
the case is that counsel for claimants have 
applied to Judge Adams for an injunction 
to prevent the Post Office authorities from 
earrving out the fraud order. Ordinarily 
the Postmaster would hold mail matter ad- 
dressed to the defunct concerns and in 
course of time return it to the senders. 
Counsel have applied for an order prevent- 
ing this, on the ground that much of the 
money is sent in by agents, and that the 
return of moneys to these agents would not 
be furthering the ends of justice. 


Pabst Portico Must Be Removed. 


Supreme Court Justice David McAdam 
signed yesterday the papers entering his 
decree in the case of the portico of the 
Pabst Hotel in Forty-second Street be- 
tween Broadway and Seventh Avenue, 
which squats on public property, now 
worth $35,000. The decree orders the re- 
moval of the portico by the defendants, 
Charles Thorley and James B. Regan, 
within ten days from the date of entry, 
yesterday. If they fail to comply, the 
decree authorizes the city to apply for a 
money judgment against the property for 
the amount necessary to raze and remove

WALL STREET OPERATOR 
IN A SANITARIUM. 


Elijah Smith’s Mind Said to be Shat- 
tered by Heavy Financial Losses. 


Frequenters of the Wall Street district 
are discussing the absence of a once promi- 
nent figure there. He is Elijah Smith, and 
it is said that financial losses have shat- 
tered his mind, and that he is an inmate 
of a sanitarium near Boston. 

In his day Elijah Smith was in the front 
rank, and his name was mentioned almost 
as often as that of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Russell Sage, or James R. Keene. He was 
known as a man who could at any time 
swing millions of dollars. He was always 
taken into account in any proposition af- 
fecting Western railroad properties. 

He started his business career as a rail- 
road contractor, and thousands of miles of 
railways were built under his supervision. 
Then he became interested in the salmon 
fisheries, and bought thousands of acres 
of land in the now State of Washington. 
Another enterprise he engaged in was the 
construction of one of the largest saw- 
mills in the country near Duluth. 

Next he became a railroad official, and 
was made President of one of the Pacific 
Coast lines. There he ran counter to the 
late Henry Villard, and they engaged in 
many a contest. Mr. Smith was closely 
connected with Addison Cammack, Charles 
F. Woerishoffer, and acted with them in 


bearing the Villard properties. 

Mr. Smith is a bachelor, and was re- 

arded on the Street as a prince of good 
ellows. For a long time he made his home 
at the Stevens House in lower Broadway. 
There he had spacious and well furnished 
offices on the second floor. He paid very 
close attentioh to business, and it was 
rarely that he left his office during the 
busy hours of the day. Recently Mr. 
Smith gave evidence of an unbalanced 
mind. le would frequently remark, * 
know my head ts not quite right.’’ But he 
would not absent himself from his office. 
Friends who saw him daily at the hotel 
say that he has sustained some very heavy 
losses. His condition became such that 
his brother, who does a large commission 
business, with offices on State Street, Bos- 
ton, was sent for. It was decided to place 
Mr. Smith in a sanitarium, but great dif- 
ficulty was experienced in getting him to 
leave the hotel. Finally he was almost 
forcibly removed and taken to a resort near 
Boston. 

A guest at the Stevens House, who would 
not permit the use of his name, and who 
was regarded as a confidant of Mr. Smith, 
said to a New YORK TIMES reporter yes- 
terday: ; 

‘‘T am hopeful of Mr. Smith’s recovery. 
He was a very estimable gentleman and 
ver opular in the house, He told me 
he haa suffered serious reverses, and that 
his losses exceeded $500,000. But I under- 
stand he still owns some valuable land, 
some coal properties, and railroad in- 
terests.”’

Institution for Instruction Awards the 
Highest to Miss Fielder. 


Public exercises were held yesterday 
morning at the Institution for the Im-

RIPARIAN GRANT RESCINDED. 


New Jersey Commission Decides Arti- 
ficial Island Cannot Be Built.

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LEGAL NOTES. 


MORTGAGE BY WIFE AS SURETY FOR HER 
HUSBAND.—In a suit to foreclose a mort- | 
gage, brought by John L. Dibble, as ex- 
ecutor of Mary Callahan, against Annie C. 
Richardson, the defense set up was that 
the mortgage was given to secure the pay- | 
ment of a debt owing by Mrs. Richardson's 
husband to the testatrix, and that as the 
latter had provided in her will that the 
debt was not to be collected, there could 
be no recovery on the mortgage. This de- | 
fense was overruled at the Special Term | 
of the Supreme Court for lack of evidence. 
has been affirmed by the 
Second Appellate Division, but by a di- 
vided court. ‘‘We should find no 4diffi- 
culty in supporting this contention,”’ says | 
Justice Woodward for the appellate tri- | 
bunal, “if there was evidence to show | 
that the testator accepted the mortgage 
with the understanding that it was intend- 
ed as a security for the indebtedness of |! 
the husband, but the case is barren of 
such evidence, and the mortgage itself de- 
«ares that the defendant, Annie C. Rich- 
ardson, is justly indebted.”’ 

Justice Sewell, in dissenting, says: ‘ The 
evidence plainly shows that Mrs. Richard- 
son was not indebted to the testator, and 
that the only consideration for the bond 
and mortgage was the debt of Asa B. 
Richardson, her husband. I do not see 
how it can be held that the delivery of the 
money by the testator to the husband to 
pay his note and save her stock from pos- 
sible sacrifice was a loan to the wife, or 
on her bond and mortgage. It seems to 
me that the legal effect of this transaction 
was 2 payment of the note by the testator 
through Richardson as her agent. The 
court found that the note was the debt of 
the husband; that the testator had pledged | 
her stock to secure it; that the bank de- 
manded a settlement, and the testator gave 
to Richardson three dratts aggregating 
$6,000 with which to pay the note; and 
that he paid the note with the proceeds 
thereof, and returned the stock to her. I 
think that the suretyship of the wife fol- 
lows as a legal presumption from these 
facts, it appearing that the testator had 
knowledge by actual information that the 
debt was the debt of the husband and the 
proper? pledged for its payment belonged 
to his wife. It is well settled that where 
a wite joins with her husband in a mort- 
gage of her land to secure his debt or the 
payment of money loaned to him, she is 
the surety of her husband.” 

* *¢ 
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PoLIcY OF INSURANCE ON THE LIFE OF A 
HusBAND.—The husband of Hester Halli- 
well, in 1876, insured his life for $5,000 in 
favor of his legal representatives. In 1886 
the policy was assigned by Halliwell to his | 
wife. The latter died without a will, own- | 
ing the policy. Her administrator, one 
Baker, surrendered the policy to the in- 
surance company and received in return a 
paid-up policy for $1,628, payable to him 
as administrator, or his successor. This 
policy was assigned by Baker for $300, and 
through several similar assignments came 
into the possession of James W. Pierce. 
Baker died, and was sueceeded as ad- 
ministrator of Mrs. Halliwell by her hus- 
band and Charles Morschauser. "Mr. Halli- 
well died in 1900, and both Pierce and 
Morschauser claimed the insurance money. 
In an action by Morschauser against 
Pierce, Justice Keogh, at the Dutchess 
County Special Term, gave judgment 
against the plaintiff, overruling the lat- 
ter’s contention that the first assignment 
of the policy by Baker was fraudulent and 
collusive, invalid, without consideration 
and ultra vires. Justice Jenks, for the 
Brooklyn Appellate Dvision, has ordered an 
affirmance of the judgment, holding that 
there was nothing in the evidence to show 
that the assignee of the policy did not 
take in perfectly good faith. ‘' Even if,’ 
says Justice Jenks, ‘‘the appellant had 
been permitted to show that such assignee 
was the wife of a client ‘at the office’ 
occupied by ~the administrator and by 
Ackerly, who acted as attorney, that fact 
in itself has no controlling weight.” Jus- 
tice Jenks also holds that the fact that the 
assignment of the paid-up policy executed 
by the administrator was made without 
the assent of the husband does not render 
the assignment invalid under the provis- 
ions of Chapter 248 of the Laws of 1879, 
which’ provides that a policy issued upon 
the life of a husband for the benefit of 
his wife shall be ‘assignable by said wife 
with the written consent of her husband, or 
in case of her death, by her legal repre- 
sentatives, with the written consent of her 
husband:’”’ as the original policy was not 
issued upon the life of the husband for 
the benefit of his wife, but for the benefit 
of his legal representatives,

BEHLAN DIVORCE SUIT 
STILL MORE INVOLVED. 


Justice Clarke Vacates His Appointment 
of Lawyer Levy as the Woman’s 
Guardian. 


The legal complications in the suit for 
divorce brought by Herman Behlan against 


| his wife Anna Theresa Behlan were further 


involved yesterday when Justice Clarke 
vacated his appointment of Lawyer Abra- 
ham Levy as special guardian for the 
woman, who Mr. Levy alleged was insane, 
and on that ground moved for a stay of all 
preceedings in the diyorce suit until she 
This motion by Mr. 
Levy was said by the Court and all the 
lawyers connected with the case to be with- 


| out legal precedent in this country or in 
| England. 


Justice Clarke appointed Mr. 
Levy as Mrs. Behlan’s special guardian, 
but adjourned the hearing on the motion 
to stay all proceedings for two weeks in 
order that the law might be looked into 
carefully. 

In making his motion to the court for a 
stay of proceedings, the woman's counsel 
said that she had become insane_ since 
her husband had brought suit for divorce 
against her, and that one of the chief 
causes of her mental disorder was worry- 
ing over her husband’s charges. He pre- 
sented an affidavit to the Court, which 
stated that Mrs. Margaret Lang, the 
mother of Mrs. Behlan, had taken her to 
Wheeling, West Va., and then on the ad- 
vice of Prof ’, B. Pritchard and Dr. 
Lyle, to Dr. Shepard’s sanitarium at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. Justice Clarke then ap 
pointed Edward S. Whittaker of 141 Broad- 
way a referee to investigate the state- 
ments made in the affidavit. Mr. Whit- 
taker subpoenaed Prof. Pritchard, who, 
when questioned, said that he had only 
seen Mrs. Behlan once, and then for a 
short time. He said that he had not ad- 
vised her removal to the Columbus sani- 
tarium. 

The husband’s counsel, House, Grossman 
& Vorhaus, presented these facts to Jus- 
tice Clarke yesterday, and also an affi- 
davit of Mr. Behlan’s in which he alleges 
that his wife was in Dr. Carpenter’s sani- 
tarium in Mamaroneck for a short time 
and after her discharge boasted that she 
could fool the doctors and could feign in- 
sanity so well as to make them all think 
she was insane. The lawyers contended 
that she was now feigning. 

Justice Clarke vacated the appointment 
or Mr. Levy as Mrs. Behlan’s special 
guardian on the ground that there had been 


| no adjudication of her insanity, and that 


she was out of the jurisdiction of his 
court. 

Lawyer William Day, who is assisting the 
referee, said yesterday that the case was 
one of the most perplexing legal tangles 
that had been in the courts for some vears. 
Mr. Day said that Justice Clarke had said 
that it would be an outrage to force the 
divorce suit to trial if the woman was 
really insane, but that it would be danger- 
ous to establish a precedent that might 
be taken advantage of by persons sued for 
divorce who were not insane. He said 
that there was no way of bringing Mrs. 
Behlan within the jurisdiction of the court 


! in order that her mental condition might 


be adjudicated. He said that none of the 
lawyers in the case nor the Court knew 
exactly where they stood in the matter, and 
that it would take some time to study it 
out. 


PRICE OF FLOWERS ADVANCES. 


An Increase of Twenty-five Per Cent. for 
the Holiday and Social Season. 


The price of cut flowers for decorations, 
corsage, or boutonniéres has advanced 25 
per cent. All florists concede this to be the 
fact, but at the same time they assert that 
the growers, and not the retailers, are reap- 
ing the benefit.

CHARGED WITH SELLING 
GOVERNMENT SECRETS. 


Stenographer for the Isthmian Canal 
Commission Arrested and Locked Up. 


Charged with the serious offense of trad- 
ing in Government secrets, Carl H. Hoff- 
man, stenographer for the Isthmian Canal 
Commission at Washington, who fled from 
the Capital last Monday, was yesterday 
committed to Ludlow Street Vail by United 
States Commissioner Shields. He was ar- 
rested at Broadway and Thirty-third Street 


Tuesday night by Detective Sergeant Will-~ 


iam Brown of Police Headquarters. 
The specific charge against him is that 


on Nov. 19 he stole the final report of 
the Commission to President Roosevelt. 
This report was of great importance to the 
French Government in view of the interest 
of that nation in the Panama Canal, and 
Hoffman approached Jules Cambon, the 
French Ambassador, and tried to sell him 
a copy of the document. M. Cambon im- 
mediately reported the matter to Secretary 
Hay, anda warrant was issued for Hoff- 
man’s arrest, but Hoffman had become 
alarmed when negotiations were not im- 
mediately closed and fled, leaving his wife 
in Washington. 

Calls for his arrest were transmitted all 
over the country, but it was thought that 
he would most likely come to New York, ag 
his parents live here. 

M. Cambon’s revelation is believed to 
explain the publication by a number of 
newspapers of reports of the proceedings 
of the Canal Commission, to the great an- 
noyance of the State Department. It is 
alleged in the complaint that Hoffman 
in writing out his official notes would 
make more duplicates than were needed 
for the purposes of the United States Gos- 
ernment, and sell them to such newspapers 
as would buy. 

When arrested, Hoffman Was .well 
dressed, and had $25 in his pockets. He 
was without counsel when arraigned, and 
made no statement beyond admitting his 
identity and agreeing to go back to Wash- 
ington without extradition formalities. 
United States Marshal Henkel will take 
him back to Washington to-morrow. 


Cardinal Martinelli Will Restore Father 
Crowley of Chicago to Membership 
in Catholic Church. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Announcement was 
made to-day by Thomas A. Moran, attor- 
ney for Archbishop Feehan, that the. sen- 
tence of excommunication pronounced 
against Father Jeremiah J. Crowley would 
be recalled within a few days. This is ex- 
pected to put an end to the case against 
the deposed priest and the injunction pre- 
ceedings begun against him to prevent his 
worship in the Cathedral of the Holy Name 
will be withdrawn. 

Some days ago Father Crowley addressed 
a communication to his Eminence Cardi- 
nai Martinelli. This led to a further con- 
sideration of the matter by the Cardinal, 
with the result that Father Crowley again 
peseeenes his Eminence by letter as fol- 
ows: 

* To save the honor of our beloved Chureh 
and to repair the scandal I may have given 
to our faithful Catholic people, I sineerely 
regret whatever { may have said disre- 
spectful to your Eminence and to the Most 
Reverend Archbishop of Chicago, ani I 
also retract anything I may have either 
said or written which could not be approved 
by the Catholic Church.” 

The Cardinal thereupon further consulted 
with the Archbishop, and as soon as the 
details are attended to the sentence of ex- 
communication will be recalled, 


Zollinhofer Pleads Not Guilty. 


George Zollinhofer, the Williamsburg 
Savings Bank teller, who was arrested by 
Listrict Attorney Clarke in connection with 


the theft of $60,000 from the bank, in the 
Kings County Court yesterday pleaded not 
guilty to the four indictments for grand 
larceny which had been found against him. 
Zoliinhofer will have until next Wednesda 
to change his plea. If he fails to change 
he will probably be then put on trial
